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EXPORT STATISTICS OF PE- 
TROLEUM 


The course of American petroleum 
trade in foreign countries is always 
an interesting study from the stand- 
point of the economist, and particular- 
ly is this true at the present time, 
in view of the changes in the process 
of distribution experienced in the oil 
market during the last two years. 

As late as July 11, the Reporter, 
in its issue of that date, had occasion 
to refer to a combination of Russian 
petroleum interests formed for the pur- 
pose of acquiring control of the out- 
carrying fleet of the Caspian Sea and 
on the River Volga. It was claimed by 
the so-called independent parties inter- 
ested in this move, that such a com- 
bination of interests has been rendered 
imperative by competitive aggression 
on the part of the larger concerns. If 
the organization of the Russian com- 
panies is as complete as reported, they 
must hereafter wield great power over 
the markets of Europe, and as their 
object has been the ilimination of 
disastrous competition, the inference is 
that higher prices for petroleum prod- 
ucts may be expected, at least the ten- 
dency will be in that direction. 

In to-day’s edition we print the pro- 


ceedings of the second annual conven- 
tion of the Independent Petroleum 
Marketers’ Association, which leaves 
no doubt as to the objects and inten-

of the course of the petroleum market 
during the last three years, as reflect- 
ed in the export trade of the United 
States, will be instructive. We therefore 
review the statistics as given for the

three fiscal years ended June 30, 1910, 
1909 and 1908. 
Taking the gross export shipments 


of petroleum of all grades, which in- 
clude crude, naphthas, illuminating oils, 
lubricating and paraffin oils and resid- 
uum, it is found that there has been 
a falling off during last year, in com- 
parison with the previous’ twelve 
months, of 23,181,,479 gallons in the gross 
shipments and that the value of the 
exports has declined $7,361,391. The per 
gallon value, too, according to the gov- 
ernment returns has decreased by 0.40 
cents. The foreign shipments during 
1909-10, were 1,460,675,685 gallons, valued 
at $94,616,328, the unit or per gallon 
value being 6.47 cents. During the pre- 
twelve months the exports to- 
talled 1,483,857,164 gallons, valued at 
$101,977,719, the unit price being 6.87 
cents per gallon. 

Going back another year we find a 
considerable gain in the volume of the 
shipments, but a radical drop in values, 
which would indicate keener competi- 
tion on the other side. During the 
fiscal year ended June, 1908, there were 
sent abroad 1,390,037,369 gallons of pe- 
troleum of all kinds, which were val- 
ued at $101,165,164. The per gallon price 
in this instance is 7.27 cents. Compar- 
ing these figures with those for the 
fiscal period ended last month there is 
found to have been a gain in the quan- 
tity shipped of 70,638,316 gallons; but 
notwithstanding the substantial in- 
the amount received was 
less by $6,548,836, showing a falling off 
in the average per gallon value of 0.8 
cents. The figures also show that the 
average value per gallon of petroleum 
shipped from the United States to Eu- 
rope has declined 0.4 cents each twelve

2. The contracts will call for 315,000 
pounds of white lead in oil, for va- 
rious Eastern navy yards, for 100,000 
pounds dry red lead, for the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard and 35,000 pounds of 
French zine white in oil, for the Bos- 
ton and Brooklyn navy yards. Full de- 
tails will be found in another column 
of this issue. 

The Dantzig soap industry is, ac- 


cording to the latest British Consular 
report, in a very flourishing condition. 
One of the chief ingredients—palm ker- 
nel oil—comes from the West Coast of 
Africa, but on arriving in Germany 
the palm kernels have to be sent on 
to Hamburg, Flensburg and elsewhere 
to have the oil extracted by crushing. 


A large saving might by effected if 
the kernels could be crushed on the 
spot, i. e., in West Africa. The palm 
oil arrives ready fer use. 

Surveyors have been at work near 


sowmanstown, Pa., and it is said that 
eventually a sand and paint mill will 
be erected there by Mrs. Charles M. 
Schwab, who was born close by, and 
wishes to establish an industry in 
memory of her childhood days. She 
built a schoolhouse at Weatherly, 
where she later resided, costing $10,000, 
and it is understood that she now 
wishes to do something for Bowmans- 
town. Bowmanstown is declared to 
have valuable deposits of building and 
molding sands and rich veins of paint 
ore, as well as the finest white clay 
which have never been worked on a 
large scale. 


Members of the American Glass Bot- 
tle Blowers’ Association voted again 
last week against the proposition of 
manufacturers to give up summer vaca- 
tions and work through July and Au- 
gust. The matter was brought up 
under a yote to reconsider the ballot 
cast a few days previous against the 
proposition. Advocates of the change 
declared that machine factories work- 
ing through the summer are securing 
much of the bottle trade. Those op- 
posed to the change insist that the 
probable result would be winter shut- 
downs for repairs or overproduction 
which would cause great hardship to 
the glass workers. 


It is reported that mining operations 
have been started at Ruthwaite (Cum- 
berland, England, in the hill district 
above Wigton, by a private company, 
with the object of securing barytes, 
which mineral, it is said, has been 
proved to exist there in paying quan- 
tities and in such conditions as do not 
offer serious engineering difficulties. 
The idea is to reopen and develop a 
mine that was closed many years ago 
owing to a royalty dispute. The es- 
tate was purchased two months ago 
on behalf of the promoters of the pres- 
ent venture, and crushing mills and 
other necessary plant will shortly be 
erected. 


The stock of 179 cases of Java indigo 
Which had remained over in Amster- 
dam from 1908 was sold at low prices 
in the beginning of the year, but the 
small arrivals of the new crop and 
prospect of a scarcity of superior red 
quality soon caused prices to rise, and, 
owing to a steady demand during the 
year, prices remained high, says a 
British consular report. The whole 
first-hand stock was disposed of. The 
average prices were as follows:—Very 
fine red,, 5s. 6d. to 5s. 4d. per Ib.; very 
fine violet, 4s. 11d. to 5s.; medium fine 
to fine, 4s. 5d. to 4s. 9d.; low medium, 
3s. 10d. to 4s. 2d.; ordinary to good or- 
dinary, 3s. 4d. to 3s. 8d. The statistics 
for the last two years are as follows, 
the 1908 figures being inclosed in 
brackets:—Amsterdam: Imports (835 
Ibs.) 718 Ibs., sales and transit (963) 
982, stock (174). Total for the Nether- 
lands: Imports (2,918) 1,533, sales and 
transit (3,158) 1,928, stock (394). 


The Standard Varnish Works Com- 
pany is responsible for a report that a 
clever talker is victimizing the trade. 
On July 14 the man suspected applied 
at the credit office of this company for 
assistance. He said that he was H. G. 
Stoneman, of the paint supply house of 
H. G. Stoneman & Son, of Albany, N. 
Y. Asserting that he had been robbed 
by a pickpocket while on a business 
trip to New York, he asked for ten dol- 
lars to pay his way back to Albany. 
He had an air of assurance, and of 
truthfulness which got him the money. 
Since then the Standard Varnish 
Works Company has received word 
that no member of the firm of H. G. 
Stoneman & Co. has received assist- 
ance in New York or asked for any. It 
has also been informed that the fluent 
talker received money from other local 


firms, at least one other giving him 
enough to pay his fare to Albany. 
The man is described as being well 


dressed, about 35 years old, near 5 feet 
10 inches tall, and as weighing about 
160 pounds. He has blue eyes and a 
Mightly aquiline nose, 


Adolph Figman has withdrawn from 
the firm of Figman, Mansell & Frei- 
rich, packers and importers of sponges 
and chamois, and Freirich & Mansell 
have succeeded to the assets and good 
will of the said firm. The latter firm 
has likewise assumed the obligations 
and indebtedness of the former. 


A recent report from Bradford, Pa., 
says that 30,000 acres of hardwood tim- 
berland has been acquired in Potter 
county by S. J. Gaffney, of Buffalo, 
24,000 acres in fee and the timber rights 
on 6,000 acres. Mr. Gaffney and his 
brothers, William 8S., Harry E., Augus- 
tus H. and George M., will, it is said, 
operate one of the largest chemical 
plants in the State of Pennsylvania, 
ten miles from Galeton. They have ap- 
plied for a charter for a corporation 
to be known as the Gaffney Wood 
Products Company, which will manu- 
facture wood alcohol, acetate of lime, 
potash, charcoal and other wood prod- 
ucts. They will build a plant at Wal- 
ton on the Buffalo and Susquehanna 
Railroad. 

The British Consular report on the 
trade of Palestine in 1909 contains sev- 
eral references to the soap-making in- 


dustry. The consul at Jerusalem 
states that the export of soap has 
been maintained. The export from 


Jaffa amounted to 3,669 tons, valued at 
£145,425, as against 4,511 tons, valued 


at £141,385 in 1908, and 3,165 tons, 
valued at £88,870 in 1907. The imports 
of caustic soda at Jaffa, pre- 
sumably for use in the manufac- 
ture of soap, is given as 667 tons, 
valued at £7,310, being less than in 
either 1907 or 1908. The British Vice- 


Consul at Jaffa says that “industry, 
which is represented only by the manu- 
facture of soap, remains stationary.” 
He adds that “the olive crop of last 
autumn was an extremely good one, 
and there is, consequently, a great 
abundance of olive oil available in the 
country, so that the manufacture of 
soap should attain its maximum.” 


Fire, on the morning of July 16, de- 
stroyed the main building of the Ehret 
Magnesia Manufacturing Company, at 
Port Kennedy, Pa., entailing a loss of 
approximately $50,000. The building 
was 80x150 feet and three stories high. 
The flames were discovered about 6.30, 
but by the time the firemen from 
Roenixville arrived in a special train, 
the main structure was wrapped in 
flames and all that could be done was 
to save the offices and adjoining build- 
ings. In addition to the main build- 
ing, much valuable machinery and fin- 
ished product was ruined. The origin 
of the fire is a mystery and some re- 
gard it as the work of an incendiary. 
Three weeks ago the drier building 
was destroyed, the loss being about 
$25,000, and three months ago the com- 
pany’s stable, with its contents, was 
destroyed, including several horses. 
Two hundred men were employed in 
the building which was destroyed last. 


One of the pleasant features of 
the meeting in Atlantic City of 
the board of trustees of the United 


States Pharmacopoeia on July 15 was 
a sailing party from Longport on the 
following day. The trustees were the 
guests of Joseph P. Remington, chair- 
man of the committee of revision, and 
prior to the trip on the water the sum- 
mer office of the committee at Pro- 
fessor Remington’s cottage there was 
inspected and the vistors were duly 
impressed with the progress tha is 
being made in the work of preparing 
the ninth revision. The only member 
of the board of trustees who was un- 
able to attend the meeting was Dr. 
William Jay Schieffelin, of New York. 
The meeting was held at the Hotel 
Dennis and details in connection with 
the supplying of stationery to the com- 
mittee were disposed of. Ten tons of 
paper and envelopes, it has been esti- 
mated, will be needed for this work 
before the contents of the Pharma- 
copoeia are ready for the printer, 


In 1869 John G. Evenden embarked 
in a small way in the manufacture of 
cans and tanks. The little institution 
survived various setbacks, including 
the great fire of 1871, until, during the 
panic of 1873, the control passed to 
F. Cortez Wilson and the name was 
changed to Wilson & Evenden. In 
1880 the entrance of F. L. Andrews 
caused the change of style to Wilson, 
Evenden & Co., but the retirement of 
Mr. Evenden on account of advancing 
years in 1883 changed the name to F. 
Cortez Wilson & Co. After the retire- 
ment of Mr, Andrews several years 
later the business was conducted 
along more extended lines by Mr. Wil- 
son under the old style until his death 
in 1905. His widow, C. E. Wilson, con- 
tinued the business until March 19, 
1909, when the going business was tak. 
en over by the Illinois corporation. F. 
Cortez Wilson & Co., which assumed 
all of the obligations. The president 
of the new corporation, a son of F. 
Cortez Wilson, has been continuously 
identified with the house since 1885. 
Recently several large orders for spe- 
cial equipment for use in connection 
with the manufacture and handling of 
oils have been shipped from Chicago, 
Among these are large tanks and other 
articles of sheet metal designed and 
made by F. Cortez Wilson & Co., 239 
Lake street, Chicago.

Concerning the Atlantic City Paint 
Tests—Professor Sabin Replies to 
H. A. Gardner, 

New York, July 21, 1919. 
Editor of the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter: 

The final outcome of discussion of 
paint problems is likely to be good; it will 
result in better paint, and that will re- 
sult in the use of more paint. Poor paint 
discourages the consumer. Mr. Gard- 
ner, of the Bureau of Promotion and De- 
velopment of a Paint Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, objects, as is natural, to criti- 
cism of his experiments, but misappre- 
hends the motives of those from whom he 
differs; if the truth of the matter can be 
sufficiently impressed upon his mind it is 
not ito be duubted that he will cease to 
misrepresent the position of these per- 
sons, although he believes them to be 
mistaken. He appears to think that the 
makers of white lead, and especially the 
National Lead Company, and most par- 
ticularly Mr, Harn, Mr. Thompson and 
the writer of this, are dangerous enemies 
of everyone who uses anything but white 
lead in house-painting, and that we are 
likely, if uncorrected, to entirely destroy 
the mixed-paint business. 

Although Mr. Gardner is to be com- 
mended for his desire to be known as the 
principal expert and guardian of the paint 
industry, he does us injustice in this mat- 
ter. Thus, he says that Mr. Thompson 
has actively urged white lead as the only 
white pigment for outside work; if 
Thompson were the kind of man who 
would make such sweeping statements as 
that he would not be at the head of the 
largest and most important paint labora- 
tory in the world. The writer has 
known him many years—several times as 
long as Mr. Gardner’s brief connection 














With the paint business—and has always 
heard him express moderate and reason- 
able views, 

Mr. Gardner says that Thompson's 
statement that white lead contains 2 per 
cent. of coarse particles is inconsistent 


with his other statement that 50 per cent. 
of it is as fine as white zine, with 20 per 
cent, coarse as compared to zine. If he 
had carefully read Thompson's paper he 
would know that zine is assumed to be 
of the last degree of fineness, while 
Thompson's mechanical classifier, which 
has been described and illustrated, sepa- 
rates perhaps 20 or 25 per cent. from the 
75 or 8) per cent. of excessively fine ma- 
terial in white lead. But only a tenth of 
this relatively coarse is actually to be 
called coarse pigment; and even that has 
been through No. 21 bolting-cloth, finer 
than a 200 sieve. 

_Mr. Gardner ‘‘corrects’’ Mr. Thompson 
for saying that the Atlantic City painting 
was carried on in cold weather; he says 
that ‘‘the certified official records showed 
instead of zero weather a minimum tem- 
peraiure of 38 degrees, and an average of 
o”) degrees."’ As a matter of fact, the com- 
mittee visited the place when the paint- 
Ing Was apparently about half done, on 
February 12, 1908. During that week the 
temperature was down to 6 degrees, and 
the average for the month was 20.1 de- 
gre with an average daily minimum of 
23.1 degrees, and it never once got up to 
*) degrees, not for a minute. I have be- 
fore me the daily report as printed by the 
U'. S. Weather Bureau for Atlantic City. 
These figures are official, and may be 
veritied by anyone, at any weather bureau 
station, 

Mr. Gardner’s objections to the position 
of the writer are easily disposed of. He 
found my criticism of the Atlantic City 
tests at the fjoston meeting was ex- 
plained when, “after the meeting,”’ I in- 
formed him of my ‘‘recent employment by 












the National Lead Company.” At the 
time he specifies I had no more expecta- 
tion of being connected with that com- 
pany than he had. I did tell him of such 
connection ‘after the meeting,’ but it 
was quite a long time “after.” It was 
uot that month nor the next month. 

His definition of lubrication as “ar- 
rangement secured by proper” grinding 


and brushing.”’ is new and certainly does 
not agree with any dictionary I have 
seen, If “‘the pigment particles can be 
reduced to a more compact mass” in this 
way it must be by squeezing some of the 
oil out, which does not occur. The oil is 
incompressible, as well as the pigment. 
Grinding breaks the coarse pigment par- 
ticles, and mixes the plement and oil: 
brushing gets rid of the air film on the 
surface which is being painted, and 
makes the film uniform § in_ thicknes 
there is no lubrication about it, accord- 
ing to the dictionary meanine of the 
word, 

Mr. Gardner objects to my making fun 
of some of the fantastic motions his bu- 
reau of promotion (I won't be mean 
encugh to say his scientific section) puts 
out; but when he says that repiling a 
cord of wood so as to make it more com- 
pact may be called lubricating it, how is 
anyone to treat it seriously? 

Mr. Gardner, IT am pleased to see, has 
read one of my books with some appro- 
bation, and makes some quotations, which 
he seems to think do not agree with my 
present views. This is another mistake. 
In regard to the first point, which is the 
use of lead with a portion of white zine, 
I am still inclined to think it has merits 
in many cases, although the paints of this 








sort made with Mr. Gardner’s sanction 
and applied to the test fences in North 
Dakota seem, in their present stage, to 


prove the opposite. I try to keep an open 
mind, and IT may be convinced of my er- 
rors, if T am in error, 

I repainted my own house with lead and 
made as well as I know

how, and it stood well for four or five 
years, but is now beginning to scale, as 
anyone may see who cares to come and 
look at it. One of my friends, a promi- 
nent paint manufacturer, who knows a 
great deal more than I do, and who is a

as much as he supposed I did about paint 
should have put zine in lead for repaint- 
ing, the old paint being so hard that a 
paint with any zine in it would certainly 
seaie. He insisted on nothing but 
straight lead for repainting or for a foun- 
dation for new work. i guess he is 
right, 

The other question, about paints ground 
in a mill being better than dry pigments 


mixed by hand, is certainly what I be- 
lieve. All white lead used for painting is 
ground with oil and sold in that con- 
dition. It has only to be thinned with 
more vil or turpentine, according to di- 
rections. All paint makers furnish their 


customers with proper specifications for 
thinning their paints for various uses, and 
paint should be used strictly according to 
directions. 


| have no special right to speak for 
National Lead Company, but 1 have no 
hevitation in saying for all white lead 
manufacturers that they have no quar- 


rel with the makers of good mixed prints 
who are, in fact, their customers and 
friends, The superintendent of one of the 
largest of these concerns recently said to 


me that no doubt a good house paint 
must contain a large proportion of lead. 
that being the case, the manufacture and 
sale of good paint increases the white 
lead business, and the sale of poor paint 
injures it by destroying publie confidence 


in all paints. 


There is no doubt in my mind—there 
hever was—that white lead is the best 
single white pigment, though not for all 


Uses in certain enamels, 


(for example, 


and in places like a chemical laboratory 
where it is exposed to sulphide gases). 
It is known to be, by itself, a good and 
safe paint, outside or inside. If it can be 


improved by mixing other pigments with 


it I shall be glad to know it. I do not 
mean to merely believe it, but to know it 
us a proved fact. 

Mr. Gardner thinks he has proved this 
by the Atlantie City fence. IL feel sure 
that he has not. But that is no reason 
for thinking me a malignant enemy to all 


rentific research, 

The paint committee of the Society for 
resting Materials recently voted to start 
a series of tests to investigate this partic- 
ular problem, absolutely ignoring the At- 
luntie City experiements, except as show- 
to avoid, This action was taken 
independent of the representatives of any 
manufacturers, Who had voluntarily given 





up their right to vote on it. It is a more 
severe criticism of those experiments 
ihan any that Mr. Thompson or I have 
made, 


The same committee adopted what Mr. 
Gardner calls ‘‘Thompson’s idea of meas- 
urns pigments by volume—a method 
which the keenest student of paint would 





find misleading.’’ Mr. Gardner probably 
docs not clearly understand it. 
| am afraid he won't have much more 
use for this committee.

OBITUARY. 


Rumbold Hubbard. 





Thomas 


Thomas Rumbold Hubbard, senion 
member of the fertilizer manufacturing 
firm of T R. Hubbard & Son, died at 10 


o'clock on the morning of July 20 at the 


home of his niece, Mrs. James Garrison, 
MS West North avenue, Baltimore, Mr. 
Hubbard, who was in his eightieth year, 


was born in Carolina county, on the east- 
ern shore of Maryland, June 28, 1831, and 
engaged in mercantile pursuits at an 
early age. Shortly after the civil war he 
went to Chestertown, built a factory, and 
couimenced the production of bone super- 


phosphates. He associated with him his 
son, Wilbur W. Hubbard, the firm name 
being as stated. Mr. Hubbard enjoyed 


the distinction of being the pioneer fertil- 


izer manufacturér of the eastern shore, 
and was also the first man to blow a 
steam whistle in Chestertown. In 1896 


he retired from active pursuits and sold 
out his interest to his son, who succeeded 
him.

Rules for Entorcement of Maryland 
Pure Food and Drug Law. 


COMMISSIONER CASPARIL MAKES KNOWN 
AND EXPLAINS HIS REGULATIONS, 
Baltimore, July 21, 1910. 
The State Board of Health, through 
Prof. Charles Caspari, Jr., Pure Food and 
Drugs Commissioner, to-day promulgated 
the first of the rules framed for the en- 
forcement of the pure food and drug law 
enacted by the last Legislature. The 
rules are as follow 








‘Hereafter all flavoring extracts intended 
for use in the preparation of foods must be 
truthfully labeled as to composition; if not 
made direct from an aromatic plant or parts 
of the plant, but in imitation of some natural 
flavor, they must be designated as imitation 
flavors on the label 

“The sale disinfectants or substances for 
which disinfectant properties may be claimed 
will be controlled by compelling manufacturers 
or dealers to publish a statement on the label 
indicating the relative germicidal value of the 
preparation as compared with the action of 
pure carbolie acid on certain bacilli or germs 

“The law specifically directs that ice cream 
shall contain not less than 4 per cent. of milk 
fat, and not exceeding 1 per cent. of gelatin 
or of vegetable gum; the latter substances are 
used for the purpose of imparting greater 
permanency of body to the ice cream Here 
after all ice cream containing 4 per cent. and 
over of milk fat must be labeled as follows: 
If in containers surrounded by ice, a tag, 5 
by 3 inches, must be used, on one side of 
which must appear the name of the ice cream 
and the name and address of the manufacturer 
or dealer, and on the other side the date of 
manufacture or sale and the minimum milk 
fat content, and if artificial flavoring or more 
than 1 per cent. of gelatin or of gum has 
been used, a statement to that effect also 
Manufacturers and dealers of ice cream in 
packages not surrounded by ice, such as car 
tons, ete must label the container with the 
name and address of the seller, and the milk 
fat content of the ice cream; if artificial fla- 
voring or more than 1 per cent. of gelatin or 
vegetable gum has been used, this fact must 
also appear on the label. 

‘Retailers of small quantities of ice cream 
intended for immediate consumption must ex 


hibit in sight of the buyer a sign or placard 


giving the required information regarding milk 





rat content, artificial flavoring and use of 
gelatin or vegetable gum, Hotels and other 


places using a bill of tare may print or stamp 


thereon the required information, or exhibit 
to the consumer, on demand, the label of the 
manufacturer. 

“The use of all colors, harmless or othe: 
wise, for the purpose of concealing deteriorate: 
or inferior goods or drugs is strictly prohib 
ited. If foods or drugs are artificially colored 
the fact must be declared on the label; the 
colors permiited to be used are harmles 
vegetable colors or cochineal and certain spe 
cifled non-poisonous coal tar dyes. 

“The law provides that no dealer shall be 
prosecuted when he can establish a guaranty, 


signed by the wholesaler, jobber, manufacturer 








or other parties residing in this State from 
whom any article or articles, which may or 
can come within the provisions of this act 
has or have been purchased, to the effect that 
the same is net adulterated or misbranded 
within the meaning of the act designating it 
Any guaranty, under such provisions of the 
act, to afford protection must contain the 
name and address of the party or parties 
making the sale of such article to such 
dealer.”’ 

The subject also cume up at a special 


meeting of the saltimore tetail Drug- 
gists’ Association last Tuesday, at whieh 
President John B. Thomas occupied the 
chair, and Secretary R. KE.

The market is higher than it was last 
week. Strength has been imparted to the 
trade, not only through the higher mar- 
ket for linseed oil, but because there is 
a better demand from the soap makers 
for corn oil itself.

protestants, in the opinion of the board, 
did not overcome the presumption of cor- 
rectness which attaches to the regularity 
of the collector’s return and the collec- 
tor’s assessment of duty, and the board 
therefore overruled the protest. 


Liquid Bone Glue. 


The invoice described the merchandise 
involved as “One cask liquid bone glue.”’ 
Duty was assessed thereon at the rate of 
2% cents per pound, under paragraph 23 
of the tariff act of 1909, as a glue, and 
claim was made by the American Glue 
Company, of Boston, that it was entitled 
to entry free of duty as glue stock, un- 
der paragraph 584 of said act. 

On the uncontradicted testimony of the 
witness testifying for the protesting com- 
pany the board found that the article in 
question was not glue, and, therefore, the 
collector's assessment of duty was er- 
roneous. There was, however, no evi- 
dence to sustain the claim for free en- 
try, and the protests were overruled, 


Mineral Water. 


In each the merchandise in ques- 
tion was assessed with duty as a min- 
eral water, under paragraph 3801 of the 
tariff act of 1897, or under paragraph 312 
of the tariff act of 19. From the report 
of the collector the merchandise seemed 
to be of the same character as_ that 
passed by the board in abstract 19128 (T 
D. 29056); abstract 22595 (T. D. 30294); and 
abstract 21076 (T. D. 29700). The board 
therefore overruled the protests of K. 
Chasi et al., making claims for lower duty 
under various provisions of the tariff, and 
affirmed the decisions of the collector in 
each instance, 





Persian Berry Extract. 

The appraiser returned the Persian 
berry extract in question as a non-enu- 
merated manufactured article and duty 
was assessed thereon at the rate of 2) 
per cont. ad valorem, under section 6, 
tariff act of 1897. Claims were made by 
I. T. Walsh, of Boston, that duty should 
have been assessed at the rate of % of 1 
cent per pound, under paragraph 22 of 
suid act. 

The assessment of duty on the mer- 
chandise covered by these protests was 
in harmony with the decision of the Cir- 
euit Court in Siegel v. United States (T. 
D>. 24451), and the board therefore affirmed 
the collector's action in each case, and 
overruled the protests. 





Dyewood Extract, 


rhe merchandise which was the sub- 
ject of this protest was assessed with 
duty at the rate of 7% of 1 cent per pound, 
under the provisions of paragraph 22 of 
the tariff act of 1897, as dyewood extract, 
and the claim was made by the_ Inter- 
national Forwarding Company that it 
should have heen admitted duty free, 
under paragraph 542, as cutch. 

There was utter want of proof that tie 
article in question is either made from 
the aeacia catechu tree wood, or that it 
is mangrove extract, or that it is or was 
known to the trade and commerce of the 
United States at or prior to July 24, 1897, 
as cutech. On such a record the protest 
was overruled,

Last week the bottom was knocked 
out of all hopes for even a reasonable 


price for linseed oil during the balance 
of the season. Seed ran above the 
2.60 mark, and notwithstanding the

ing cOnsumers and other 
was rapidly and radically marked up 
in a successive series of adva'nces, un- 
til on Friday, by a final rise of 3 cents, 
it was placed at 89 cents for State or 
Western and 90 cents for city brands, 
which represents a net gain of 9 cents 
per gallon for the week. The stiff- 
ness of the rise is exceptional, but rad- 
ical, and all as it is, it is even dispro- 
portionate to the advance in seed. 
The reports from North Dakota have 
been of a most bullish nature, with a 
little bearish sop thrown in here and 
there, as if reluctantly to make the 
blow easier to bear. It looks from the 
present reports and the condition of 
things that the days of low priced oil 


apparent 


had forever gone by. At all events, 
the prospects are more bullish now 
than probably ever before in the near 
approach of a new crop.” season. 
It is fairly evident that there is 
very little oil left in the hands of 
either crushers or manufacturing con- 


sumers, and with the market in such 
a nervous condition it is not likely that 
the holders of this oil are going to 
let it go under the full market quota- 
tions unless to oblige a desirable cus- 
tomer. Usually when the market takes 
a turn upward there is a rush to get 
in, but this time it has been different. 
The advance has had no apparent in- 
fluence on buying interest, which is 
very dull. Neither crusher nor con- 
sumer will entertain business involving 
the delivery of future oil, and as this 
is the quiet season of the year the 
movement on spot is particularly slow. 
A few cars have been sold, but the bulk 
of the business has been of a jobbing 
character. Naturally the price oper- 
ates against any but the slowest de- 
mand. At the end of the week it was 
possible to procure a car at 88 cents, 
basis Western or State oil, but for 
lesser quantities the market was very 
firm at 89 and 90c. for State or Western 
and city brands respectively in lots of 
5 or more barrels.

Linseed Cake and Meal, 


There was less activity in linseed 
cake this week than last, but prices 
are decidedly firm. The nominal price 


is $34, but buyers are reluctant to fol- 
low the advances fixed by those who 
hold the limited supplies. There is 
so little being offered, however, that 
the figures are eventually met. Meal 
remains quict at $34 per ton. 


Oil. 

Although the spot and July deliv- 
eries have established new high prices 
for recent years, the movement of the 
other options has been uncertain, but 
at the close small net gains predominat- 
ed. Offerings of July have been ex- 
ceedingly limited and sellers have gen- 
erally placed their prices a safe dis- 
tance above buyers’ views. It is stated 
that the actual scarcity of oil was 
never more emphasized than at the 
present time, and it is generally ad- 
mitted that what short interest remains 
in the current month is largely at the 
mercy of refiners. The highest point 
touched by July was 8.60c. (64\4c. a gal- 
lon), and this represents the high mark 
since 1893, when sales were recorded 
at 68c. The entire absence of crude 
oil offerings has placed the _ refined 
market in an unusually strong condi- 
tion, and it is understood that promi- 
nent refining interests are in a posi- 
tion to dictate prices from now until 
October. Estimates place the visible 
supply of oil as low as 100,000 barrels, 
and interesting price developments area 
expected in the August and September 
deliveries as the close of the season ap- 
proaches. The new crop. deliveries 
with the exception of October have not 
attracted unusual interest. October 
being closely affiliated with the old crop 
months has been purchased quite free-

ly in the neighborhood of 7.35e. The 
other future deliveries depending so 
much on the outcome of the cotton 
crop have remained quiet, although 


it is stated that a fair volume of orders 
has been executed for foreign account 


in November, December and January. 
The current export movement has 
not involved any urusual proportions, 
Foreign shipments from this port for 
the week amounted to 2,471 barrels, 
from other ports 2,083 barrels, making 
wu total of 4,554 barrels. These com- 
pare with 3,862 barrels, the total 
amount exported during the previous 
week. According to late advices, sup- 
plies held at Rotterdam on July 1 were 
16,573 barrels. The new crude oil market 


has not assumed active propo: tions. Tre 
mills are withholding offerings until 
cotton crop developments are such as 
to afford a better idea regarding the 
final outcome of the seed crop. Ad- 
vices from the cotton States indicate 
that cultivation is generally needed

West Indian Cocoanut Products 
Industry. 


PROSPECTS FOR THE PRODUCTION OF 
COCOANUTS IN THE ISLANDS. 


Consul Franklin D. Hale furnishes the 
following information, derived from offi- 
cial and other sources, concerning the 
cocoanut industry of Trinidad and To- 
bage: 

The soil and climate of these islands 
are favorable to cocoanut growing and 
nut production, especially along the coast 
and in interior districts which come 
within the influence of the salty atmos- 
phere. Undeveloped crown lands will cost 
$12 an acre, and privately owned lands, 
suitable for such use, from $20 upward. 
Much land bought from the government 
is held by speculators, but there are still 
large acres owned by the government and 
by private parties which can be pur- 
chased at reasonable rates The best 
lands in Trinidad are the coast lands in 
the south half of the island. In Tobago, 
the island being small, nearly all are 
coast lands and directly under the influ- 
ence of the sea breezes. 

A tree begins to produce nuts in four 
to five years after planting, and reaches 
maturity in twelve or fourteen years, 
The average life of a healthy tree is 
fifty vears, often very much longer. The 
production of nuts does not average more 
than 160 per mature tree. At present 
cocoanuts tor export are invoiced at from 
$15 to $22, a probable average of $16 per 
1.00, copra at 4 to 5 cents per pound, and 
the oil at 90 cents a gallon. The nuts are 
mestly shipped to Philadelphia and New 
York, the copra to Europe, and the oil 
to the other West India islands. 

Cocoanut trees are planted about 150 
to the acre and 15 to 18 feet apart. Un- 

li-d labor, coolie labor chiefly, is paid 
30 to 50 cents per day, while the pickers 
get ® cents per 1,000, and a higher wage 
if the trees are very tall. In some sec- 
tions the trees are being affected with 
bud rot, but every effort known to sci- 
ence is being used to limit the spread of 
the disease. It is not, however, generally 
prevalent, but works most injury in sec- 
tions where there is too much moisture, 
Insect pests have also to be contended 
with, but these thus far have not caused 
much alarm among the producers. The 
natural annual death rate of the trees, as 
stated by a leading horticulturist, does 
not exceed 5 per 1,000, and 5 to 10 per cent, 
in sections of plantations where the bud 
rot prevails. 

The cocoanut industry is considered 
very profitable and is rapidly growing 
here. The largest producer grows 5,000,000 
nuts a year, another 3,000,000, while the 
remainder are mostly small producers. 

The shells are looked upon as waste, 
except as they rot and become fertilizer, 
or when used on the large estates for 
road making. An effort was made a few 
years ago to utilize the fiber as a market- 
able product, but the effort proved un- 
successful, probably because it was not 
carried out on the right lines, 


ISLAND OF TOBAGO. 


Tobago is a small island separated from 
Trinidad by a channel 18 miles wide, com- 
munication between the two being main- 
tained regularly by steamer service and 
by wireless telegraph. Tobago is consid- 
erec naturally very rich in agricultural 
possibilities, and it is stated that there 
are good opportunities for the develop- 
ment of a large cocoanut estate. The area 
of the island is about 75,000 acres, with a 
population of 20,000. In the last fiscal 
year it exported, among other products, 
258,145 cocoanuts, 229,012 pounds of copra, 
and 12.697 gallons of cocoanut oil. 

Excellent land for cocoanut growing is 
found on nearly the entire coast, and 
much of it is on the market at very rea- 
sonable prices, over-sea owners disposing 
of their holdings since the amalgama- 
tion of the two islands into one colony, 
which the foreign owners think has had 
the effect of making taxation more bur- 
densome. Trinidad people are, however, 
making investments in Tobago, having 
faith in its future. No doubt Tobago is 
specialiy adapted to the growing of cocoa- 
nuts. 

The total area of both islands is about 
1,195.0) acres, of which two-thirds are 
uneuitivated, and it is estimated that 
2.000 acres are devoted to the produc- 
tion of cocoanuts. The following statis- 
tics of exports show the growth of the 
industry during the years named:—

For the calendar yvear 1909 
of nuts was approximately 20.000,000. It 
takes 6,000 to 6.500 nuts to produce a ton 
of conra, and from 40 to 60 nuts to yield 
a gallon of oil. 

The export or immigration tax on co- 
coanuts is 20 cents per 1,000 nuts, and on 


copra 76 cents per 1,000 pounds. The ex- 
port or agricultural tax on cocoanuts is 
6 cents per 1,000 nuts, and on copra 16 
cents per 1,000 pounds. In using the fig- 
ures heretofore given of acreage, trees 
per acre, and nuts per tree, with the 
number exported, it will be seen that 
there is quite a large local consump- 
tion and waste. 
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The Corrosion of Iron and Steel 


and Its Prevention. 
By G. W. THOMPSON. 
VAPER READ AT THE MEETING OF THE 
AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF CHEMICAL 
IENGINEERS JUNE 22, 1910. 


It is not my intention in this paper to dis- 
cuss the various theories which have been ad- 
vanced regarding the corrosion of iron and 
steel or even to discuss in detail the corroding 
operation. This subject has received very gen- 
eral consideration; and while there are differ- 
ences as to matters of theory there is fair 
agreement as to facts. It will not be possible 
for us entirely to divorce the description of 
facts from the terms which theory has given 
us, and we shall not hesitate to use those 
terms when occasion warrants it, simply ask 
ing that if the reader does not accept the 
theory which is responsible for the terms he 
shall translate these terms into such other 
terms as more nearly agree with his theoreti 
cal conceptions. 

By corrosion of iron and steel we refer to 
the oxidation which takes place at ordinary 
temperature, with the formation of rust. Rust 
approximates the folowing formula: 

Fe,0,.5H,0, 
although all rust does not exactly conform to 
this formula. 

A sample of rust, obtained by exposing a 
thoroughly cleaned piece of steel, that is a 
steel which had been pickled to remove scale, 
ete., analyzed as follows:

The ratio between the combined water and 
the ferric oxide corresponds approximately to 
the chemical formula given. 

It is to be noted, however, that, in addition 
to what is known as the combined water, it 
centains relatively large amount of hygro- 
scopic water. The nearly 9 per cent. of hy- 
groscopic water shown in the above analysis 
corresponds to nearly 30 per cent. of water by 
volume, 

A very important consideration in connec- 
tion with the formation of rust is this:—The 
specific gravity of iron is about 8.70, and the 
specific gravity of rust is about 3.70. If the 
iron and the rust are strictly pure and of 
theoretical composition the iron shows an in- 
crease in volume in conversion to rust equal 
to 336 per cent.; that is, 100 parts of iron be- 
comes 436 parts of rust by volume 

Rust often has associated with it the mill 
seale, which is formed in the process of roll- 
ing or other hot treatment, this seale consist- 
ing of slag and oxides of iron, more or less 
similar to magnetic oxide. 

Tf we consider a rusting surface together 
with its atmospheric surroundings as a ma- 
terial system, corrosion may be due to forces 
operating within that system or to forces com- 
ing from without the system such as straight 
electric currents. Corrosion of the former kind 
should be considered as primary corrosion and 
the latter kind secondary corrosion. Primary 
corrosion may also be considered as auto- 
genous, In the terms of the electrolytic 
theory of corrosion primary corrosion is due 
to primary or autogenous electrolysis, while 
secondary corrosion is due to secondary elec- 
trolysis. 

The prime material factors in corrosion are 
air and moisture, and the action of air and 
moisture is accelerated or retarded by other 
factors. 

The tendeney of iron to corrode has been 
considered to vary with the composition of the 
metal, but spparently facts do not warrant 
this conclusion to an extent that would justify 
general dependence on a purer and more ex- 
pensive metal as against a more impure and 
cheaper metal. Practical experience may in 
some cases justify such a dependence in 
isolated cases, but not as a general rule 

Nevertheless, corrosion which usually takes 
place in the form of pitting is unquestionably 
due to the greater tendency of the pitting 
parts to corrode than the adjacent narts. Such 
corrosion is said to he due to a higher elec- 
trolytic solution pressure as compared with the 
adiacent parts and the corroding area is said 
to he electro-positive to the surrounding area. 
This, of course, refers to primary corrosion, to 
which most of our remarks will be directed 

The corroding operation is supposed to he, 
first, a solution of the iron in the water, and, 
second. the oxidation by the air of the dis- 
solved iron, with the formation of ferric hvy- 
drate or rust. This solution would not take 
place without the water being present, nor 
would the oxidation take place in the absence 
of air. The solution of the iron is accelerated 
by the nresence of carbonic or other acids 
and neutral salts, also by the presence of sub- 
stances which are electro-negative to fron 
The corrosion is, furthermore, accelerated by 
the presence of substances or conditions which 
increase the amount of moisture on the surface 
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as by hygroscopic substances, such as rust 
itself or a moist atmosphere. 

The oxidation of the iron is accelerated by 
the presence of oxidizing or depolarizing sub- 
stances. Ferric hydrate can give up a portion 
of oxygen to fron, being reduced to ferrous 
hydrate, or it can act as a depolarizing agent 
by oxidizing the hydrogen supposed to be lib- 
erated by the solution of the fron in the water, 

The acceleration of the corrosion of iron by 
the presence of acids is supposed to be due to 
an inereased concentration of the hydrogen 
ions. Whether this is so or not it is found 
that the presence of substances which are 
supposed to decrease the concentration of the 
hydrogen ions, that is, increase the concentra- 
tion of hydroxyl ions, tends to retard corro- 
sion. Tron does not rust in solutions of alkall 
of sufficient concentration. 

Tet us summarize these causes of corrosion 
and in general the methods which can be sug- 
gested for its avoidance:— 

1. Corrosion is superficial; therefore (a) the 
area of the surface is a positive factor in cor- 
resion, and (b) the prevention of corrosion is 
most naturally accomplished by superficial pro- 
tective coatings. 

2. Corrosion is an oxidizing action; there- 
fore oxygen and substances that liberate oxy- 
cen under ordinary conditions should be kept 
away from the surface subject to corrosion as 
far as is practicable. 

3. Corrosion starts with the solution of the 
jron in water; therefore moisture and moisture- 
absorbing or hygroscopic substances should be 
kept away from iron and steel, and, further- 
more, as the tendency of iron to go into solu- 
tion is variable, the surface should be made as 
passive in this respect as is possible 

4. Corrosion is accelerated by the presence of 
acids, the most prevalent acid being carbonic 
acids: therefore acids, especially carbonic acid, 
should be kept away from the surface, and, 
furthermore, as alkaline solutions of sufficient 
concentration retard corrosion their presence 
should be favored unless good reasons exist to 
the contrary 

5. Corrosion is accelerated by the presence on 


the surface of the metal of substances. whether 
a nart of the fron or not, that have lower so 
lution pressures than the iron; therefore such 


substances should be eliminated. 

6. Corrosion is assisted bv the presence of 
depolarizing substances, which in general are 
substances that under ordinary conditions are 
capable of reduction Especially is this so 
when the depolarizing substance is one that is 
capable of regeneration by oxidation. Rust 
itself is a depolarizing agent of this charac- 
ter, and therefore rust and similar depolar- 
izing substances should he pt away from the 
surface. 

In this paner we are using theory only so 
far as it will guide us to practical results 
We have endeavored to outline all the known 
eauses of corrosion and its prevention, and we 
will now studv these causes and the methods 
available for their countervention a little more 
in detail. 

Corrosion fs superficial. The constructing en- 
gineer should keep this constantly in mind and 
should design structures with as little exposed 
surface as possible. This he can do, of course, 
only in so far such design is consistent with 
strength. flexibility and annearance, giving 
where other things are equal, a preference to 
the design that has the smallest amount of 
superficial area. We believe that much strve 
tural steel work of the lattice tyne, if consid 
ered from tihs standpoint, would be condemned 
end that plates would he used in place of lat 
tice work to greater advantage. Rounded or 
flat surfaces should be given the preference 
ver angular surfaces, whether in relief or in 
recess A square har has over 12 per cent 
more surface thon a round bar of the same 
sectional area Furthermore, a rounded sec 
tion is less subject to erosion than an angular 
section. It is the edges of painted structures 
that wear off the soonest and which corrode 
the most qiiickly. So, too. the smoother a sur 
face is the less is its sunerficial area A rough 
surface is doubly bad because, in addition to 
its relatively high area, the indentations form 
moiceture-holding pockets 

Effective protective coatines are of two gen- 
eral types. excluders and inhibitors, although 
it is probable that no protective coating is en 
tirely one or the other. Tin on tin plate Its 
princinally an excluder, while zine, in the case 
of galvanized iron. is principally an inhibitor 
The hest plan would apnnear to he to have the 
interior coating an inhibitive coating, and the 
exterior an excluding coating. Thus, if it 
were practicable to place # tin coating on gal 
vanized fron, a combination of excluder and 
inhibitor would be obtained 

In the nainting of iron and steel several dis 
tinet subjects present themselves for consid 
eration: 

1. Cleaning the metal 
2. Design of paint coatings 














%. Application of paint 

4. Repainting 

Various methods have heen proposed for the 
cleaning of iron and steel. These may be con 
sidered under the following headings:— 

1. Shop cleaning with wire brushes, 

2. Pickling 

3. The sand blast 

4. Cleaning with wire brushes on or after 
erection 

5. Cleaning by exposure to remove mill scale 
with the subsequent use of wire brushes, ete 

There can he no question but that fron and 
Sieei should be as thoroughly cleaned at the 
shop as possible. We have a feeling that more 
attention at some time in the future will be 
given to this phase of the subiect, and that 
the producers of steel will work towards the 
production of a nolished surface 

There is no better method of cleaning small 
obtlects than by pickling. The following pro- 
cefure has been found satisfactory: 

Dip the articles. if at all greasy. in a hot 
10 per cent. caustic soda solution; then in hot 
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water; then for, say, ten minutes in hot 10 
per cent. sulphuric acid; then in hot water; 
then in hot 10 per cent. carbonate of soda 
(soda ash) solution; rinse well in hot water 
and pack in slacked lime until time for paint- 
ing has come. Remove from the lime; wash 
well with water; brush clean, and dry rapidly. 
The articles when dry will be ready to paint. 

The use of the sand blast is seldom ap- 
plicable, It is effective, but costly. It is 
probable, however, that the sand blast removes 
considerable iron as well as objectionable sub- 
stances, 

The use of the wire brush and scraper with 
the hammer where necessary is the most prac- 
tical way of cleaning, so far as the mechani- 
eal phase of the subject is considered. Mill 
scale, however, is not readily removed by wires 
or scrapers. There is some difference of opin- 
ion as to the desirability of removing all the 
mill scale. Our own experience is that mill 
scale, unless completely removed, is apt to be- 
come loosened and to come off dater on, carry- 
ing the paint with it in sheets. It is for this 
reason that the fifth method of cleaning has 
been suggested. 

On exposing iron and steel to the weather a 
certain amount of oxidation takes place which 
is said to loosen the mill scale so that it can 
be removed quite readily by wire brushes and 
scrapers. This system has been followed very 
generally in some sections of the country and 
has much to commend it, although, on the 
other hand, there are good reasons to be ad- 
vanced against it. The reason for it are that 
if the mill scale becomes loosened after paint- 
ing insidious corrosion could take place which 
will not be discovered for a long time. On 
the other hand, to expose the iron and steel to 
the weather involves the corrosion of good 
metal as well as the removal of the scale, and 
makes the removal of all the rust so formed 
exceedingly difficult 

The proper cleaning and painting of large 
structures is often difficult on account of de- 
sign We would urge that painting is an im- 
portant matter to consider by designing engi- 
neers and that such painting and the incident 
cleaning of the steel be contemplated in the 
design of the structure and made as easy as 
possible f 

In the selection or designing of paint for 
iron and steel we believe that there are cer- 
tain principles which should guide us Pro- 
tective coatings, as we have already indicated, 
may be cons red as of two classes—inhibitors 
ind exclude For practical purposes, how- 
ever, this division is not entirely satisfactory. 
It would appear better to consider paints ac- 
cording to the prime purposes for which they 
are applied. Classifying paints from this 
standpoint, they should be considered as pro- 
tective or finishing paints. Protective paints 
are applied primarily for the protection of the 
iron or steel, while finishing paints are more 
for decorative purposes, 

Considering protective paints, the principles 
which should guide us in their design or selec- 
tion are as follows: 

It is desirable that each coat of paint have 
a distinct color, so that the painting can be 
inspected and imperfections in the workman- 
ship observed. For this reason it is not wise 
to select paints for all coats of exactly the 
same composition. By far, the greater part of 
the failure in the protection of iron and steel 
by the application of paint is due to poor 
workmanship, and from this standpoint alone 
the selection of the color of each paint coat- 
ing is an important matter. The use of Iin- 
seed oil as a priming coat is to be condemned, 
because it cannot be told whether good work 
manship is being done or not This applies 
also to all paints similar in color to the metal 
painted. Very often a paint is condemned as 
being difficult to apply, when in reality the 
difficulty lies solely in the fact that imperfec- 
tions in workmanship are readily observable 
In this sense it is difficult to apply any paint 
that is distinct in color from the surface to 
which it is applied. The difficulty of applica- 
tion from this standpoint is a merit rather 
than a defect 

We have condemned the use of linseed oil as 
a prime coat for iron and steel for the reason 
that it is impossible to tell whether the appli- 
eation has been well made or not. But more 
important than this, a linseed oil priming coat 
should be condemned for the reason that all 
under coats of paint should be as hard as 
possible, which is not obtained when a linseed 
oil priming coat is used. Whatever rust-pre- 
venting power subsequent paints may have 
tends to be nullified by being separated from 
the fron and steel by a linseed oil film A 
hard protective coating gives the best possible 
foundation for a subsequent paint 

As fas as possible the pigments contained 
in protective coatings should be inhibitors of 
corrosion and non-conductors of electricity 
The paint should contain no water-soluble con 
stituents, especially such as are electrolytes 
Paints which contain pigments that contain 
electricity favor both primary and secondary 
electrolysis 

Protective coatings 





























should be as imperme- 
able as possiblo. To accomplish this end each 
coat should have a reasonable thickness. If 
the paint is brushed out too thinly one or more 
additional coats must be applied to give proper 
thickness of coating. The impermeability of 
paint is greater the greater the amount of the 
pigment and the finer the piement is; so that 
the rule may be laid down—the higher the per- 
centage of the pigment and the finer the pig- 
ment the better will be the protective coating, 
Of course, you canot increase the percentage 
of pigment bevond what will give a good work- 
ing paint, and you canot increase the fineness 
of the pigment beyond what will permit you 
to have a sufficient amount of pigment present. 

From these considerations it would appear 
that the principles which should guide us in 
the selection or design of a good protective 
paint for iron and steel are: 

1. Each coat of paint should be distinctive in 
color from that of the iron and steel painted 
and from the preceding coat 
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2 It should form a hard adherent foundation 


for finishing paints. 
Its pigment constituents should not accel-

work. 
The proper inspection of a painting job is too 


often neglected. It is our opinion that paint- 
ing inspectors should be more often employed 
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ing present. Unequal strains, inequalities in 
composition, all tend to develop local corro- 
sion. The best that can be done here is to use 


protective coatings, which keep out the agents 


of corrosion. 











Acceleration of corrosion by the presence of 
depolarizing substances can be avoided prin- 
cipally in the removal before painting of rust 
and repainting wherever rust spots appear 
Rust itself is the principal depolarizing agent 
in corrosion Its alternate reduction and ox- 
idation and it moisture-holding properties 
make it very desirable that rust, as fast as 
ormed hould be removed and the rusted sur 
face painted It is not always practicable to 
rem mpletely rust when once formed, but 
this removal should be as complete as possible 
Corrosion of iron and steel, as caused or 
accelerated by outside currents producing sec 
ondary electrolysis, is something that should 
be avoidable with comparative ease. The in- 
sulation of steel structures at their founda- 
tions, the proper insulation at joints and the 
proper painting should reduce this damage to 


a minimum. This cannot, of course, be said in 
regard to water and other underground pipes 
Here the foe is insidious; and yet careful mea- 
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surements should be made from time to time 
and stray currents avoided. A phase of sec- 
ondary electrolysis to which little attention 
has been given is that which results from in- 
duced currents and such currents as may be 
generated through daily variations of ter- 
restrial electricity. As far as these are con- 
cerned it would appear that the only method 
far their prevention that can be devised is by 
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Operations in the Eastern fields have 
been prosecuted with the usual sea- 
sonable activity and a slight increase 
is recorded in corapleted work for the 
week.

It Was soon on the down- 
ward scale, a later report indicating 
a daily output of 25 barrels. There are 
ten wells in the Shinnston pool having 
a capacity of 100 barrels or more a 
day, and their total production reaches 
1555 barrels. In the neighboring for- 
mation in Eagle district some of the 
larger wells are maintaining a gratify- 
ing output, the leading producer being 
credited with slightly more than 300 
barrels a day. <A 75-barrel completion 
was a feature of operations in Pleas- 
ants county. Next to Harrison county, 
Roane is the most active in West Vir- 
ginia, the production of which shows 
a steady increase, few failures being 
recorded. Work in Lincoln county at- 
tracts little attention. The drilling of 
a light producer in Ohio county, north 
of Wheeling, has stimulated interest 
in the possibilities of the opening of a 
new Keener sand pool there. The deep 
sand territory of Southeastern Ohio 
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has been the scene of another good | 


producer after several weeks of rather 
disappointing results. The new com- 
pletion located in Jackson township, 
Perry county, was credited with 375 


barrels the first twenty-four hours. In | 


the Clinton lime formation of Fairfield 
and Perry counties there are sixteen 
wells, yielding 50 barrels or more a 
day, the aggregate amounting to 1,200 
barrels. The noteworthy producer in 
the Tiffin field of Northwestern Ohio, 
which was credited with an _ initial 
output of 960 barrels a day, has been 
maintaining a record of 20 barrels an 
hour, The drilling of this remarkable 
well has naturally stimulated new in- 
terest in operations in the neighbor- 
hood, but it is considered doubtful 
whether the record of the original 
completion can be approached by other 
wells, as the gusher is believed to be 
a crevice well. On the Indiana end of 
the Lima field the Oakland City devel- 
opment maintains its encouraging stat- 
us, the four completions of the week 
all finding the oil sand and having a 
total production of more than 400 bar- 
rels a day. The week’s operations in 
Kentucky have been attended with no 
important results. Quiet conditions 
prevail throughout the State, but the 
trend of field work is toward the new- 
er districts. Wildcat drilling is ex- 
pected to receive keener stimulus as 
soon as the crude market offers a more 
attractive basis. The best completion 
of the week in Kentucky was a 25- 
barrel producer in the Parmleysville 
district of Wayne county. Compara- 
tively light results marked the week’s 
operations in Illinois, as many of the 
wells in course of drilling had not 
reached a determining stage when the 
statistics were compiled. Considerable 
work is in progress in the McCloskey 
and Tracy sand pools of Lawrence 
county, which, it is believed, will re- 
sult in stimulating the output of those 
fields.

4 review of the week in the high-grade pe- 
troleum fields east of the Mississippi River, 
comprising Indiana, Illinois, Northwe ste rn 
Ohio, Southwestern Ohio, Kentucky, West 
Virginia, Pennsylvania and Southern New 
York shows a _ slight increase in completed 
wells and dry holes, while in new_ production 
there is a falling off of close to 1,300 barrels. 
Illinois returns were lighter, and another no 


ticeable decline is in the Lima fields of North- 
western Ohio, the previous week having a big 
well at Tiffin that produced close to 1,000 bar- 
rels 

Outside of the high-grade fields there is some 
wildeat work progressing in other States. 
There is a report of drilling wells in some of 
the Southern States. Several tests have been 
drilled in Northern Alabama, but as yet noth- 
ing worth while has been found by the drill 
Indications point to a boom in the Northwest 
in Alberta and Athanasca, in Western Can- 
ada, and in the southern part of British Co- 
lumbia Some years ago a couple of small 
oil wells were drilled near Kootenay Lake, 
along the Canadian Pacific. The most attrac- 
tive section for oil in the Northwest at this 
time is the Pincher Creek district, in Southern 
Alberta, near McLeod, while the leading gas 
excitement is around Medicine Hat Idaho and 
Montana are being looked over, but that coun- 
try is not yet ripe for development work, for 
the next prominent field to be opened will no 
doubt be Wyoming, where it is known that oil 
exists in paying quantities The drawback to 
the Wyoming fields has been the inability to 
handle the oil from the interior at a _ profit, 
otherwise the flelds of that State would have 
heen more thoroughly developed long ago.

It will be seen that the output has been in-

INJUNCTION GRANTED RESTRAINING 
DEFENDANTS FROM USE OF 
APPARATUS IN DISPUTE, 

Judge Pollock, of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of the Eastern Division of Mis- 
souri, has granted the plea of the Picher 
Lead Company for an injunction restrain- 
ing the St. Louis Smelting and Refining 
Company from the use of its patented 
apparatus used in connection with the 
manufacture of sublimed white lead at 
the plant of the defendant company at 
Collinsville, Il.

The Amber Trade of the Baltic. 
In the annual British consular report 


from Dantzig for 1909 it is stated that in 
the early part of the year buisiness in 
amber was unsatisfactory; later there was 
a lively demand, which again subsided 
as the year came to an end. During the 
slack time, however, so as to retain the 
services of skilled workmen, some orders 
were anticipated and the men thus kept 
busy. On the whole the year 199 was 
rather a better one, better than had been 
expected, the special efforts that had been 
made to find more raw material having 
resulted in the production of 21,500 kilos. 
more than in 1908. On the other hand, the 
quality of the amber was inferior, con- 
sisting of smaller pieces, a large propor- 
tion of which could only be used for 
melting purposes, varnish, ete. in some 
cases the manufacturers resold the amber 
with which they were provided, and the 
total amount of raw amber thus disposed 
of amounted to 7,600 kilos. more than in 
the year 1908. The sale of succinic acid 
showed no improvement, but 5,000 kilos. 
more amber oil was sold than in the pre- 
vious year, though this circumstance was 
oe insignificant to affect the general re- 
sult. 

The British Vice-Consul ot Konigsberg 
says:—‘‘The output of amber was 383 tons, 
as against 363 tons in 1908, and the export 
of the various kinds, viz., rough, pressed 
and melted, amounted to 220 tons, against 
210 tons in 1908; 61 tons were sent abroad, 
against 67 tons the year before.”’ 


The administration report on the 1oyal 
amber mines in Prussia, which have the 
monopoly of this article throughout the 
German Empire, states that the sale of 
melted amber for the manufacture of 
varnish exceeded by about 21,000 kilos. 
that of raw amber. The amber mines 
and the factories which work the raw 
product employing 1,049 persons in 1909, of 
whom 220 were at Konigsberg, and 829 
at Palmnicken and Kraxtepellen, which 
are the two chief centers of production in 
Eastern ,Prussia. In Pomerania only a 
few pieces of amber of any value have 
been found on the seashore; in recent 
years only northerly winds of extreme 
violence have resulted in pleces of amber 
being thrown up on the coasts of Eastern 
Prussia.—Oil and Colours Trades Journal.

Notwithstanding the limited number of mem- 


bers and our treasury not overburdened with 
funds when we organized last year, we 
planned a vigorous campaign, At this time

victories, but we have carried the fight into 
the camp of the enemy, appearing before leg- 
islative bodies, advocating laws that were 
fair to independents, opposing bills that were 
introduced by the tools of the special inter- 
ests, introducing the anti-discrimination bills 
striking against unfair oil inspection, vigor- 


ously and fairly fighting against anything an- 
tagonistic to the independents. The marked 
activity displayed by our association in every 
section of the country will surely bring the 
very best results. We are confident that we 
have sown the seeds that will be sprouting to 


the coming year, 

The successful termination of the suit of the 
Crystal Oil Company, of Des Moines, Ia., re- 
covering $6,120 damages for being put out of 
business by the Standard Oil Company, ought 
to be an incentive to the members of this 
association entering similar suits in behalf 
of every man in the United States who has 
suffered at the hands of the Standard Oil 
Company In view of the likelihood of thou- 
sands of similar suits being brought to _re- 
cover damages, it is no wonder that Standard 
interests wanted a federal charter to put its 
money where no one could reach it 

KILLING OF OIL INSPECTION BILL 

As to what we have accomplished during the 
vear I am pleased to say success crowned the 
joint efforts of our worthy secretary, Mr. 
Platt, and Mr. Chamberlain, secretary of the 
National Petroleum Association, when they 
killed the most vicious oil inspection bill in 
the State of Ohio The value of our organi- 
zation and of fighting was best demonstrated 
when the War Department at Washington was 
about to grant a large contract for oil to be 
used in the construction of the Panama Canal. 

The Standard Oil Company was making 
every effort possible to secure the business 
No doubt there was a strong pressure brought 
to bear upon Secretary of War Dickinson to 


our advantage 


nullify his order issued last December forbid- 
ding any officer or employe of the War De- 
partment to purchase for the War Depart- 
ment oil from the Standard Oil Company or 
any of the parties against whom a decree was 
issued by the United States Circuit Court of 
the Eastern District of Missouri. 

The strong protest filed against the War- 
Department letting this contract to the Stand- 
ard Oil Company kept Mr. Dickinson busy 
answering questions in regard to this matter, 
and the letting of the contract was held in 
abeyance for some time, finally giving it to 
another company. Whether’ the contract 
Strayed very far from the influence of ‘26 
Broadway’’ is a question. Yet if it were not 
for the energetic work of our association the 
Standard Oil Company would have openly se- 
cured this business. 

It is a bitter disappointment for me to re- 
port the fourth defeat of the anti-discrimina- 
tion bill in my own State. I made a strong 
fight before the joint Judiciary Committee 
largely composed of corporation lawyers. I 
had reason to hope, however, with the strong 
support of our assciation and the close vote of 


last year we would win, 

But the oil trust was too much in evidence. 
The committee gave an adverse report of 
thirteen against the bill and two for it, The 
House substituted the bill for the adverse 
report of the committee by a rising vote of 
two to one, It then went over in the Senate, 
and the political ring dominated by the oil 


trust got busy, and we lost by the slight mar- 


gin of one vote. We challenged the Senators 
who were to vote against the bill to come 
out in the open and defend their position, 


giving them the benefit of the doubt of having 
honest differences of opinion in regard to this 
measure, but not one word was spoken in 
explaining their opposition, which led us to be- 
lieve the only argument advanced by the 
trust supporters was of that kind that passes 
from hand to hand rather than from mouth to 
mouth.

test such appeal comes, then the principal 
sum must be handed back to the heirs of the 
donor, John D. Rockefeller. 

‘*The principal is to be preserved in the name 
of charity. The public must suffer whatever 
hardships come from the use of the income. 
There is no absolute gift. It is business dis- 
guised as charity. 

“It is already adjudicated that the govern- 


ment cannot acquire property either by will or 
direct gift. It cannot administer the founda- 
tion, whatever may happen. 

_ “The laws of the several States already af- 
ford means by which any legitimate trust can 
be created, and their legislative bodies are 
not closely limited by the Constitution as the 
Congress of the United States, 
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annihilated every independent from the face 
of the earth was accomplished only by this 
organization which I am proud to represent, 
and I believe every member will take a per- 
sonal pride in sharing this great and complete 
victory.

The only other speaker at the session 
was Kk. R. Perry of Tulsa, Oklahoma, 
president of the Oklahoma Independent 
Retiners’ Association who had as his sub- 
ject “The Producer in the Mid-Continent 
Field, His Needs and His Relation to the 
Furechasers of Crude." Mr, Perry's ad- 
dress reads as follows 
The history of any industry in any place in 
the world, like the history of the human race 
in general, is a tale of trials and tribulations 
but the oil producer in the mid-continent fleld 
very justly believes that he has had more 
than his share of the bitter and as yet has 
lbordly tasted of the sweet 
At the outset it will be well to say that 
this paper will be limited to a discussion of 
the Kansas and Oklahoma oil and gas flelds 
slthough reference will be made by comparison 
te some of the other fields We of the mid 
continent fleld who have been with it since its 
inception, most firmly believe that we have the

It is a supposition contrary to the commer- 
cial habit and spirit of the day that these 
great lines, even granting their independence 
of each other financially, should wage a war- 
fare between themselves to the producers’ ben- 
efit he only safe criterion of the future is 
the happenings of the past and considered in 
this light, IL say that the producer of the 
mid-continent field should cease to look for an 
increased price through competition between 
the pipe line companies and should at once 
take steps to place upon an independent mar 
ket such an amount of production as would 
compel the pipe lines to pay a better price 
in order to encourage further development. — 

Definite action looking to this end has for 
some time been contemplated by several sub- 
stantial producers, and an effort will be made 
within the near future to secure such an alli- 
ance between the owners of as large amount 
of production as possible and ways and means 
will be considered and, if possible, devised 
whereby this production will be put upon an 


independent market. Our producers have come 
to realize that only through action of this kind 
can any substantial increase in price be ob- 
tained, and since the present starvation price 


is entirely unsatisfactory we have high hopes 
that we will be able to present such a front 
to the pipe line companies and withdraw such 
an amount of production from their available 


market that they will be compelled to advance 
the price. 


The producers, both individually and through 
their association, have labored for years in the 
mid-continent field in the interests of the pipe 
line companies. The pipe line regulations of 


the Interior Department were such that under 
them the Prairie Oil and Gas Company re- 
fused to extend its lines or to build additional 
lines. The association spent much time and 
money in laboring with the department to 
change the regulations so that the Prairie 
could increase its facilities. The oe at 
there- 


that time needed more pipe lines, and 

fore the association did everything in Its 
power to procure them. In like manner we 
have sperit our time and money in laboring 


with the Legislature at Guthrie to prevent the 


enactment of laws that would be burdensome 
to the pipe line companies. All this we did, I 
say, because of the fact that we had a sur- 
plus production and needed more pipe lines to 
handle it. Our expectation was that having 
taken care of the situation in this way the 
price of crude would go up after the comple 
tion of the new lines. But the new lines have 
been completed, the surplus production has 

appeared, the pipe line companies are even 











drawing on their stocks and yet no increase 
in price, except a paltry three cents per bar 
rel some months ago, and no prospect of any 
further increase in the near future. The pro- 
ducers and the pipe line companies have now 
come to the parting of the ways. Our pipe 
line facilities are now commensurate with the 
production. All of our oil is being run from 
day to day, but what we must have is a bet 
ter price. 

In some quarters it has been urged that the 
producer should not assume an attitude of un 
friendline toward the pipe line companies, 
for had it not been for their coming into the 
field it would have been impossible to de 


velop our present production and to market it 
at any price whatever. The answer to this is 
that we are not assuming an attitude of un 
friendliness to the pipe line companies, but 
merely doing something that i necessary to 
our self-preservation. It is within the power 
of the pipe line companies to keep the price of 
crude at any figure they please, and while we 
‘re duly thankful that all of the pipe lines 
that now exist came into the field we do not 
think that even the yellow-backed boot-licke: 
for monopoly, published in Tulsa, would main- 
tain for a single instant that the pipe lines 
were moved by the missionary spirit nor by 
a feeling of charity toward the producer when 
they came into the field. No, indeed; they 
came there out of purely selfish motives, and 
the producers owe them no gratitude whatever, 
DIFFICULTY OF FINDING OUTSIDE MAR- 

KETS. 

In striving to 6nd an independent market for 
any considerable portion of our production, we 
find ourselves just at present confronted with 
another difficulty, and that is one that will be 
keenly appreciated by all of you independent 
refiners and marketers, and particularly by the 
independent refiners from the State of Okla 
homa, 

Between the first of April and the 
June of this year all the railroads in 
of Oklahoma increased the freight rates on 
crude petroleum and fuel oil. For several 
years fuel oil shippers had done a thriving 
business in Oklahoma crude. And our Okla- 
homa refineries, with, I believe, one exception, 
put about 60 per cent. of their product onto 
the fuel market. There were many other in- 
dependent producers who had built up a good 
trade in fuel oil, and at the present time the 
independent refiners and the fuel oil shippers 
are taking 21,000 barrels a day out of Okla- 

INCREASED FREIGHT CHARGES. 
and Kansas, The recent increases in 
freight rates will absolutely wipe this busi- 
ness out of existence, and the producers who 
have been selling to the fuel oil buyers will be

freight rates began to manifest itself imme- 
diately after the completion of the Standard 
Oil Company's line to tidewater at Baton 
Rouge, La. Up to that time the Standard had 
shipped a great deal of oil in tank cars.

the rates on oil in tank cars have come to an 
absolutely prohibitive figure. Without openly 
charging a conspiracy between the pipe line 


ind the railroad companies on the freight rates 
the coincidence of the above facts at least fur- 
nishes food for thought to the producer 
There may be another reason for this Increase 
in freight rates. The best informed authori- 
ties advise us that 90 per cent. of the coal 
production of the Southwest is controlled by 
the railroad companies through their dummies, 
The railroad companies may have acted with- 
out any outside suggestion in so increasing the 
rates, having for their object the destruction 
of the fuel oil trade so that their coal trade 
would benefit thereby, but whether one or both 
or neither of these reasons actuated the rail- 
road companies the fact remains that the rates 
have gone up to a prohibitive point and again 


the oil producer is the under dog. There is no 
reason in the world why the rate on fuel oil 
should be more than 10 per cent. above that 
on slack coal, and the fuel oil shippers could 
well afford to pay a rate 10 per cen in ad- 
vance of that on slack coal and yet increase 
their business immensely. Our association has 
filed complaints with the State Corporation 


Commission and the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, and we propose to use every endeavor 
to secure the reduction of these freight rates 
and thereby preserve and increase our fuel oil 
market. In this endeavor we need every pos- 
sible agsistance and hope that we will be able 
to enlist the efficient help of the other organt- 
zations here represented,

He introduced Houston Dunn, 
secretary of the Petroleum Mutual Fire 
Insurance Company, who delivered the 
following address on ‘Fire Prevention 
and Fire Protection.” 


Houston Dunn on Fire Prevention 
and Protection, 


While the title of my address before you 
to-night is ‘‘Fire Prevention and Fire Pro- 
tection,”’ the subject is s» universally a:hed 
in the public mind with insurance that 1 feel 
it incumbent upon me ‘to briefivy review ‘he 
history of the latter in orders to show the diffi- 
culties that beset the path of the person who 
tries te bring about a betters condition in the 


former. 


The business of insurance must te an ancient 


one, as it is said that resent investigation cf 
Egyptian records shows teat even in these 
days insurance was affected. This is a little 
too antique, however, for accurate investiga- 
tion, so we will commence therefore with Ben- 
jamin Franklin, the father of the business in 
this country. Franklin, so some authorities 
state, was the father of many things, but in 
establishing insurance alone he did us signal 
service He organized the first fire engine 
company in 1736, and in 1742 the first insur- 
ance company, which insurance company, by 
the way, is still in business, In those days, 
as now, the Quaker parted from his money 
with reluctance, and although being a clever 
business man, he saw the wisdom of prevent- 
ing fires even if he had to spend a little 
money to do it Franklin must have fooled 
them badly, as he tells in his autobiography 


of soliciting contributions from the Quakers of 
Philadelphia ostensibly for a ‘‘fire engine’’ 
when a ‘‘great gun’’ was to be purchased for 
the protection of the city from the enemy, 
as “a great gun is certainly a fire engine,’’ 
said he. The insurance company that Frank- 
lin founded grew and flourished, and hence

tinuation of his business, and in order to se 
cure this he invests certain money known as 
premium, expecting to receive therefor a re 
turn when he most n is it, viz., after a fire, 
when all is disorder and chaos in his estab 
lishment and his necessities are greatest 
What does Jones do? In the great majority of 
cases he merely calls up Smith, his insurance 
broker, tells him how much indemnity he 
needs, and when the contracts arrive in the 
form of insurance policies sticks them in the 
safe and goes blithely on his way Never 
thought to read the form of your contract did 
you, Jones, or see what obligations are placed 
upon you, but you grumbled about the bill 
you received for premium and no doubt were 
highly indignant when you had a fire that 
you did not get all the money you expected. 
Insurance company robbed you, and all that 
sort of thing. Nonsense, Jones! You had a 
contract with an jnsurance company, not an 
eleemosynary institution, and it was up to you 
when you received your contract to see that 
it accorded with your wishes and observe what 
it was incumbent upon you to do Hence, re- 
member that a contract places an obligation 
on both parties, and examine your policies to 
save post mortems 

Few reputable insurance companies wilfully 
take advantage of the assured, and, everything 
considered, they are more sinned against than 
sinning. Insurance companies have been in 
the past, and still are to some extent, regard 
ed as necessary evils As a matter of fact, 
to them almost entirely is due the credit of 
reducing the fire waste The public has been 


awakened to the appalling loss of property and 


life by fire in this country, and the economic 
side of the question viewed with alarm Large 
corporations have recognized that it is cheaper 
to spend money to prevent fires than it is to 
suffer the fire and collect insurance To the 
narrow-minded the fire inspector will always 
be regarded as a nuisance to others his sug 
gestions will be welcome Nearly all lines of 
trade have to-day co-operative plans of insur- 
ance, all operating successfully and paying 
large dividends to their policy-holders With 
out an exception this success has been due to 
a campaign of education on fire prevention 


and fire protection, resulting in an enormous 

decrease in the fire loss

find among the independents no uniform opin 
ion as to the causes of oil fires, and the 
safest way to guard against them fhe Stand 
ard Oil Company is miles ahead of you in this 
matter. By reducing the fire loss it has in- 
creased its insurance fund to such a _ point 
that the interest on the fund is said to be sut 
ficient to pay taxes on a large part of its 
real estate. It still has bad fires, but it is 
not apt to make the same mistake twice The 
Pennsylvania Railroad and other lage cor 
porations are succeeding along the same lines 

As our time is limited we must proceed to 
practical illustration of defects in properties 
resulting in fires and loss of life, most or all 
of which could have been avoided After that 
we will show some of the devices for fighting 
fire 

Among the pietures will be a preponderance 
ff fires from electrical causes Electricity has 
introduced an element not more dangerous In 
itself than many others, but less understood 
by the average consume! Don't let your car 
penter do odd electrical jobs around the place; 
send for somebody that knows how ind pay 
for good materials Don't wait to see the fire 
happen in your property; accept the statement 
that the same condition or appliance has caused 
one elsewhere

There is a growing tendency among the bet- 
ter educated engineers to buy oils by_ specifi- 
cations, and as we all control our products by 
the above test it is naturally important to the 


engineer, 
SELECTION OF OILS. 

In selecting lubricating oils for use it is es- 
sential that we consider the type of machinery 
that it is to be applied to. For the heavy 
viscous oil used on a marine engine would be 
impossible on a light high speed. In stationary 
plants there are several distinct lypes of ma- 
chinery, such as turbine and centrifugals, 
high-speed engines with splash cranks and 
heavy, slow-going rolls, such as sugar mills, 
also large corliss engines, with an ordinary 
medium speed; retrigerating plants of the com- 
pression type, with air compressor, as well as 
ammonia compressors attached to said plants. 

For ‘Turbines or Centritugals.—A_ viscous 
neutral oil of 305 Baume, 360 degrees flash, 
gives good results. High-speed engines require 
the same oil also, and I would like to state 
right here that in this class of engines there 
is more or less 5U per cent. of the oil wasted 
from hand oiling, and for that reason would 
suggest the use of force feed lubricators as an 
up-to-date and economical method of or

cated best with a cylinder stock oil, cold 
tested. Corliss engines can be taken care ol 
splendidly with a 24% Baume red oil. The 


same applying to the bearings and journals of 
air compressors and ammonia compressor en- 
gine bearings and slides. It is best to remem- 
ber that the best oil is that which possesses 
the greatest adhesion to metal surfaces and the 
least cohesion among its own particles. 

The use of cylinder oils should be governed 
by the following conditions that may govern 
the plant, to wit:—Ice plants, a high-pressure 
plant that exhaust into atmosphere, condensing 
plants, surface or jet; superheated steam or 
saturated steam. With saturated steam is 
where lots of trouble generally exists with the 
oil man, as the percentage of saturation may 
run from 3 per cent. in a well-equipped plant 
to 30 or SO per cent. in an ill-equipped one, 

Oll is usually present in exhaust steam from 
reciprocating engines, pumps and other ap- 
paratus in the steam cylinders of which _lubri- 
cants are employed, (Power tells us.) Before 
the steam or the water condensed from it can 
be applied to many purposes this oil or grease 
must be removed, even when the steam is con- 
densed in a jet condenser the oil should be 
removed if the tail water of the condenser is 
to be used for boiler feed or other purposes, 
especially if the same water is circulated 
again and again over a cooling tower as in 
some ice plants. 

Where the exhaust steam from reciprocating 
engines condensed in surface condensers is to 
be used as boiler feed the removal of the oil 
is imperative, and it is desirable not only to 
remove the oil from the condensate, but to 
prevent the entrance of oil into the condenser 
itself, since it will soon so thickly coat the 
heat-transmitting surfaces as to greatly reduce 
the effective capacity of the condenser. The 
explanation of this is found in the fact that 
the oil is present in the water in an emulsi- 
fled condition; that is, it is subdivided into 
minute globules, each of which appear to be 
protected by an oxidized coating that prevents 
coalescense of the separate particles. Under a 
high-power microscope the globules of oil can 
be seen and measured; some are as small as 
1/100,000 inch diameter. 

Filtering this condensate after leaving the 
condenser has in the past met with very in- 
different success, as experiments in labora- 
torles have shown that these oily particles en- 
tirely escape the finest experimental filter em- 
ployed. It is true, though, that some oil re- 
mains on the filter cloth, but that is free oil. 
The practical inference from the foregoing is 
that oil particles can be removed from ex- 
haust steam successfully only before the steam 
is condensed. 

The conclusion from the above is that the 
eylinder oil used for a surface condensing en- 
gine should be uniform in quality, clear and 
clean; free from foreign matter, with a flash 
point not less than 500 degrees, fire test about 
625 degrees, gravity 24 Baume at 60 per cent. 


Far., viscosity 225 degrees at 212 per cent 
Far. 
High-pressure plants or engines exhausting 


in the atmosphere using saturated steam above 
150 degrees temperature, with 5 per cent. 
saturation or less, the cylinder oil should have 
an animal compound of not over 6 per cent. 


In my opinion, from practical experience, 
engines, when using heavily saturated steam, 
require a greater percentage of animal com- 


pound than 6 per cent., and in that case it is 
up to the oil salesman or the enginerr to de- 
termine by experiment just what percentage is 
necessary. 

In numerous plants the small boiler power 
and method of feeding boilers is often the 
cause of good oils receiving a bad name by 
the continuous foaming of said boilers and 
occasional entrainment of water to the cylin- 


der. In such cases the only remedy is an oil 
that will emulsify with water. 
BOILER COMPOUNDS. 
Boiler compounds are a great source of 


trouble in some plants to perfect lubrication, 
especially in ice plants. The use of boiler 
compounds often contaminate distilled water, 
as many of them contain acids, such as tannie 
and acetic, which are more or less volatile at 
high temperatures, and often have a corrosive 
action, so that they not only of themselves 
contaminate distilled water, but may cause 
a discoloration of the ice. Boiler compounds 
do not remove impurities, but increase them 
in the boiler by the amount of compounds in- 
troduced, the same increasing the soluble as 
well as the insoluble impurities depending 
upon the action of the compound. 

Marine Engine Cylinder Lubrication of the 
Surface Condensing Type.—A cylinder oil to be 
used for same will give best results, as stated 
above, in surface condensing engines for sta- 
tionary plants, 

The engine oi] generally used is a heavy 
Iimpid oil, which saponifies when used re- 
peatedly in the bearings, this, in my opinion, 
is a sort of antiquated idea. A majority 
of marine engineers, however, have been ed- 
ucated to that belief and we have to produce 
the goods to get the business Their reasons 
for such belief is that the oil gets thick and 
soapy and stays on the slides and bearings 
longer and consequently needs less. I believe 
that half the burnt bearings are due to this 
very same reason. 


COTTON MILL MACHINERY OIL. 


Cotton mill machinery requires special oils 
adapted to meet its requirements. For the 
lubrication of gravity spindles, which revolu- 
tions are from ten thousand to fifteen thousand 
per minute, should have an oil of a neutral 
character, having less than 4 per cent. vola- 
tile matter to avoid the evaporation of same 
passing into the atmosphere, as more volatile 
matter than that amount would be Hable to 
cause a fire from the inflammable matter, 
which is found around cotton mills. 
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From practical experience I have found, 
that to lubricate the above spindles a neutral 
oil of a gravity not less than 34 Baume, 300 


flash, 25 cold test and about 70 viscosity, 
when used in a bath, is an ideal oil tor that 
class of spindles. 


Lubrication of looms should have a neutral 
oil of not less than 30 gravity, and if possible 
400 flash, 25 cold test and 200 viscosity at 70 
degrees. lf the bleached neutral is used it 
will prevent discoloration of the cotton goods 
when the oil comes in contact with same, as 
most of it can be removed when the goods 
through the bleachery. 


AUTOMOBILE AND GAS ENGINE 


Automobiles and gas engines are divided into 
two classes; ail cooled and water jacket. In 
order to meet climatic conditions all oils 
should have a very low cold test. ‘The air 
cooled engines require an oil with an extremely 
high fire test, tree from gummy and tarry 
substance and a low viscosity, ‘he very na- 
ture of an auto engine with a short stroke 
and high speed make it imperative that the 
oil get into the cylinder as quickly as pos- 
sible,

water jacket engine could get satisfac- 
tory lubrication just as well with the same 
oil, but sometimes the operator may have rea- 
sons for having a heavier oil, especially if his 


engine is old and pistons a little worn, 
Some manufacturers recommend a_ grease 
for the transmission gear, but in the speak- 


er’s opinion nothing will equal a pure filtered 
cylinder stock that has been cold tested. 
The Galena Signal Oil Company, a subsidiary 


of the Standard Oil Company, have, as we all 
know, been extremely successtul in securing 
and lubricating up to a tew months ago Ww 
per cent. to 98 per cent. of the trunk line 
railroads in this country, 

The speaker occupied the position with the 
Standard Oil Company for many years as 
salesman, expert, practical demonstrator and 
trouble adjuster, ail in one, and while occu- 
pying the above position 1 was required, upon 
numerous occasions, to make tests on rail- 
roads with what is commonly known as Ga- 
lena oils, to secure their contract on a mile- 
age basis away from the competitor who was 
supplying them on a basis of a price per 
gailon. 


RAILROAD OILS. 


It was an easy matter to secure the business 
ot a railroad away from, the competitor when 
they were selling their oils on a galion price 
basis. First it was necessary to receive che 
consent of the management ot the railroad tor 
us to make a test on their locomotives and 
cars, with the view of demonstrating to them 
that they were using about 25 per cent. to 40 
per cent, more oil than it was necessary. Of 
course we proved to them that when the sav- 
ing was shown that it was to quality of the 
oil that we were using that caused this sav- 
ing. in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred it 
Was not the case, but we saved the oil in the 
test that was wasted by the enginemen and 
trainmen. After making this test, which was 
successful in nearly every case, we would then 
offer the management for the first year a 
guaranteed saving of 10 per cent. per one 
thousand miles’ run on locomotives, passenger 
ears and freight cars, which was in nearly 
every instance accepted. 

After the first six months’ or year’s run we 
would then take the mileage of the road on 
locomotives and figure out the number of gal- 
lons of oil used to lubricate their locomotives 
on this mileage and make them a flat offer 
of so much per one thousand miles’ run on 
locomotives fur the future contract. The offer 


for the passenger cars and freight cars was 
figured out on the same lines, and our basis 
ot mileage guaranteed to the roads was al- 
Ways made on our market prices and not 
the cost prices of our oils, 

In the lubrication of locomotives it is es- 
sential that a filtered cylinder stuck be used, 


not from a point of lubrication over unfiltered 
eylinder oil, but to prevent the discoloration 
of the lubricator glass, as the enginemen do 
not have the time to clean out their lubricator 
glass between starting point and destination. 
It is also essential that this cylinder stock 
be heavily compounded, as a locomotive never 


travels five miles withont her conditions 
changing. At one point of service she is 
working full steam with her reverse lever in 


the corner, next she is linked up and working 
her steam expansively, next she is climbing 
a hill and again working full steam, when 
reaching the top of the hill all steam is closed 
off anl she is rolling It requires a very 
viscous oil to have the wall of the cylinder and 
the face of the valve seat covered with a coat- 
ing of oil during the process of changes. 

In the lubrication of cars and engine trucks, 
the Galena Signal Oil Company haye educated 
their representatives, and they honestly and 
seriously believe it to be a fact that their en- 
gine and car oils are manufactured from a 
Pennsylvania stock, compounded from pure 
sperm and oxide of lead, which mixture it is 
claimed by them is a secret process, which 
causes as much lead to remain at the top 
as at the bottom, 

This statement on the face of it to a prac- 
tieal engineer is folly, as I do not believe that 
any man within the sound of my voice has 
ever heard of oxide of lead being a lubricant. 

As for their using pure sperm oil I do not 
believe that there is enough pure sperm oil re- 
ceived in this country to supply the amount of 
engine and car oil that is used on any two of 
the large trunk lines of railroad. 

My experience has been, both with the Stand- 
ard Oil Company and the Marine Oil Com- 
pany, Limited, that it is much easier to sell 
lubricating oils to the consuming trade by an 
independent company than when representing 
the Standard Oil Company. This, of course, 
does not apply to plants where they have con- 
nections adjacent to 26 Broadway, as influ- 
ence can be brought to bear that will cause 
the purchasing department to close a blanket 





contract, thus shutting out the independent 
marketer, who might be located in only one 
or two cities where this corporation has a 
plant. 


I could give you more information about their 
securing business through influence, but as my 
time is limited I will have to ask your indul- 
gence and furnish.further information at some 
future convention, 

In conclusion, I will state that 
lubrication is the most difficult 
standpoint of an oil salesman. 
this is that he has to overcome a great many 
things; principally among them is the preju- 
dice of the engineer to all other brands than 
his pet brands; negligence and proper care 
of the engine, the oil tanks being left open in 
a dusty and dirty oil house. Ignorant attend-

ance sometimes cause lots of bad feelings 
about your oils. I will give you an instance 


of this kind that happened to one of my sales- 
men at @ sawmill where we had heen supply- 
ing a green-colored shafting oil and a cylinder 
oil of the same green color. The engineer re- 
ported to the office that he was having trouble 
with his engine and could not overcome same 
regardless of the amount of the cylinder oil 
he used. This matter was reported to us and 
we immediately sent our engineer out to in- 
vestigate and adjust the complaint. He called 
on the engineer, who stated that it mattered 
not how much oil he pumped into the cylinder 
he could not overcome the grunt and groaning 
of his engine. My salesman then took a sam- 
ple of the cylinder oil that was in the engine 
room and noted that it had a peculiar odor and 
began asking questions. The engineer called 
the oiler and asked him to show the barrel 
from which he got the cylinder oil. Upon ar- 
riving at the oil house the barrel was pointed 
out and it was discovered that same was 
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branded marine black oil. The oiler was il- 
literate and could not read. 

I have no doubt that a great many of us 
could give similar instances, and my advice to 
all salesmen is to make triends with every 
person connected with the trade that he is so- 
jiciting or selling, as you never know at what 
minute the ofttice boy or ignorant oiler may be 
of assistance to you.

Subject of Dues Discussed. 

A spirited discussion was precipitated 
by the introduction of a recommendation 
made by the Executive Committee to 
amend the by-laws by adding the follow- 
ing :— 

“Any independent refiner engaged in man- 
ufacturing petroleum oil and its products and 
qualifying as members of this association shall 
be assessed in the amount of $150 as annual 
dues, 

H. C., Mather, president of the Charles 
Cc. Moore Oil Company, objected to the 
Imposition of dues on the retiners of 
more than the other members had to pay, 
but stated that in his opinion the con- 
vention acted hastily in admitting the 
refiners to full membership, urging that 
they should be associate members and 
pay no more dues than other members. 

H. H. Willock, general manager of the 
Waverly Oil Works Company, Pittsburgh, 
said that for his part he was more than 
willing to pay the large assessment, as 
the handlers of petroleum are the chan- 
nel through which the refiner must mar- 
ket his product, and he thought it was 
equitable that they should be assessed 
more. He urged, however, that it would 
be discriminatory to keep out some re- 
finers, when there are refiners already in 
the organization through the fact that 
they aiso market their product. 

W. H. Fehsenfeld, president of the Red 
“Cc” Oil Manufacturing Company, of Bal- 
timore, and president of the Island Petro- 
leum Company, of Pittsburgh, stated that 
the interests of the marketer and the re- 
finer were identical in many respects, 
though they were not in others, and he 
felt that while they should co-operate 
with each other, the organizations should 
be separate and distinct. KF. C. Bretsny- 
der, of the Bell Oil Company, St. Louis, 
contended that the retiner should be ad- 
mitted, and that his dues should be the 
same as the others. 

TY. J. Gay, of the Gay Oil Company, 
Little Rock, Ark., said that the interests 
of the refiner and marketer often con- 
flicted, and while as far as rates are 
concerned they are both interested, that 
other matters are liable to come up _ be- 
fore the organization in which there 
would be a clash, and he didn’t think 
that the refiners should be given the op- 
portunity of probably blocking some 
move on the part of the marketers. 
PRESIDENT HISGEN ON THE QUESTION, 

President Hisgen was asked to express 
his views on the matter, and placing 
Vice-President Callaghan in the chair, 
he said:— 

“Genuemen, the purpose of this organi- 
zation is to work for our mutual good, 
and we can't do that by struggling sep- 
arately. We have a great fight ahead of 





us, and if we expect to ‘win we need 
all the strength and influence we can 
muster together. There are big, strong 
men in the ranks of the retiners, and 


they will be of incalculable benefit to this 
organization. Gentlemen, we must be 
broad and generous. We can't take one 
refiner in and say to the other you must 
stay on the outside, and therefore 1 be- 
lieve that the retiner who pays his dues 
should be admitted to full-fledged mem- 
bership.” 

The question of the adoption of the 
amendment to the by-laws was put before 
the house and lost, not getting the neces- 
sary two-thirds majority. Mr, Gay then 
offered as an amendment to the by-laws 
a resolution that the dues of refiners be 
the same as other members, which was 
carried unanimously. 

St. Louis Next Place of Meeting. 

The secretary reported that the Execu- 
tive Committee had changed the time of 
meeting to September. Mr. Bretsnyder 
extended an invitation to the convention 
to meet in St. Louis, and Mr, Barber to 
meet in Minneapolis. The Executive 
Committee had settled on Minneapolis, 
but when Mr. Bretsnyder made such a 
strong plea for St. Louis, and urged that 
by taking the convention there other oil 


dealers of that city would be secured, 
Mr. Barber withdrew from the race in 
favor of St. Louis. Mr. Bretsnyder then 
moved that the meeting last five days 


instead of three, which was also adopted. 

A vote of thanks was extended to the 
Louisville Convention and Publicity 
League for their entertainment. 

Mr. Willock suggested that as the Na- 
tional Petroleum Association meets in 
October, that the date of meeting be 
changed to May, which he said would 
give two meetings of oil men six months 
apart. This suggestion was adopted, and 
the next meeting will be held in May. 

V. B. Ward, on behalf of the National 
Petroleum Association, extended a vote 
of thanks to the Independent Petroleum 
Marketers’ Association for the invitation 
to meet with them. Mr. Gay proposed a 
vote of thanks to the supply men and 
refiners for the support they had given 
the convention. On motion, the secretary 
was instructed to have the complete min- 
utes of the meeting printed in pamphlet 
form and distributed among the members,

We are living in a peculiar age, when, 
without any contradiction, in many respects 
common laws are at variance with each 
other; in an age when one class of men, 
numerically weak, but financially strong, un- 
dertake to controit the entire resources of the 
civilized world, while another class broader 
and with more humanitarian ideas, strug- 
gle to relieve the common masses from the 
yoke of financial oppression and trust bond- 
age. 

lhe history of the world is that intellec- 
tual, political and religious advancements of 
men through the ages has not been due to 
individual effort, but to the organized and 
co-ordinated exertions of committees, Civi- 
lization is not the result of a fash of in- 
spiration, but the struggle of men continued 
tnrough the centuries, 

We have learned since we emerged from 
barbarism that war has not consisted of 
duels or single combats; it has been a strug- 
gic between organized, disciplined masses, 
and victory bas usually come to the most 
compact, complete and flexible organization, 

if there ever was an age of organizations 
and an age that required organizations, it 
is the twentieth century, for to-day without 
united force in common interests along the 
same lines, failure is inevitable. To-day in- 
dividuality is almost as helpless as the 
nestling and featherless bird in its mother's 


nest. 
COST OF LIVING. 


Undisputedly it can be stated the cost 
ot living in the United States is higher than 
any other time along the lines of actual 
necessities, when beef, pork, lard, butter 
and fruits are almost beyond the reach of 
the common masses; when great, concen- 
trated capital indicates how much of this 
and that shall be sold to-day, to-morrow 
and for the future. 

On the other hand,, unquestionably, the 
cheapest commodity of to-day is money; 
labor is high, and the common man can buy 
a better pair of sboes for $2, a better suit 
of clothes for $10, a better pair of overalls 
or work shirt for 5V cents than ever before; 
a better self-binder can be bought for haift 
the number of bushels of wheat, flax, oats, 
barley or corn, than in the history of the 
world; more yards of gingham or calico for 
a pound of butter or a dozen of eggs, than 
ever before in modern times, 

With all these variations and contradic 
tions along common laws and common neces 
sities, is it not the duty of the independent 
oil man, jobber, broker, refiner, producer and 
supply house to be of one mind, organized 
for one purpose—to perpetuate and advance 
one common interest’ Is it not true that an 
affiliation of this kind will make men 
stronger and more efticient for any enterprise 
they may engage in’ The business man 
would have purer ideas and stronger con- 
scientiousness as to what is right and wrong.

During the convention of the Independ- 
ent Petroleum Marketers’ Association, 
held at Louisville, Ky., July 14-16, the 
American Car and Foundry Company, of 
New York, Chicago, and St. Louis, had on 
exhibition one of their cars known as 
their ‘‘Type Four,” and _ illustrated on 
page 4 of this issue.

Olive Oil Compound not Misbranded. 


In an action brought to recover a 
penalty under the agricultural Law of the 
State of New York from Donato Madda- 
loni for alleged misbranding of an olive 
oil compound, Justice Lauer in the Munic- 


ipal Court of New York City has found 
in favor of the defendant. He was 
charged with having exposed for sale a 


ean containing a mixture or compund of 
10 per cent. olive oil and ® per cent. of 
cottonseed oil. The can bore the label, in 
large type, dark blue in color, the words 
“oleo sopraffino,’’ and underneath, in con- 
siderable smaller red type, the word 
“compound,” and underneath that, in 
larger red type, the words ‘olive oil,”’ 
and underneath that, in smaller blue type, 
the words ‘‘and in cotton salad oil.’’ The 
defendant disputed none of the facts, but 
claimed that the method ef branding was 
not such as to amount to a violation of 
the statute. 

In his decision, Justice Lauer said:— 

‘“‘There is no question that olive oil is an ar- 
ticle of food. The question presented is:—Was 
the article labeled, branded or t “i so as 
to plainly indicate that it is a mixture or com- 
pound? In my judgment there can be no 
question but what the branding on the ean in- 








dicates that a compound of olive oil and cot 
tonseed oil was contained in the can. The 
plaintiff argues that the difference in size 
and style of type is such as to amount to a 
deception, and that therefore the branding 
does not plainly indicate what the can con- 
tained; and in support of this contention cites 


a number of cases in which it is claimed 


violations of the law have been predicated on 
the different sizes of type. 

“The plaintiff further contends that there 
is no such article as cotton salad oil, and that 


therefore the. article has heen misbranded. It 








is true that, strictly speaking, there is no such 
article, the correct name of the article heing 
cottonseed oil, but the proof in this case, 
which is uncontradicted, goes to show that 
cottonseed oil is commonly known as cotton 
oil and cotton salad oil I therefore hold that 


there has heen no mishbranding in this respect 


The Century Dictionary seems to recognize 
the designation of ‘eatton oil.’ for in connec 
tion with that name it states ‘‘same as cotton 


oil.’ 

“One other question only remains for consid 
eration, whether the article can be s 1 to he 
misbranded because of the words “Olea Sopraf 


seed 





fino.’ which counsel for the plaintiff, in his 
brief, staies to mean ‘extra fine oil.’ No evi 
dence was given as to the meaning of these 
words, and the court will not take judicial 
knowledge of their meaning. The courts have 
even gone so far as toe hold that exhibits. 
otherwise competent, are not properly offered 
in evidence if in a foreign language And so 
here T shall hold that the use of these words 


may properly be ignored.’’

esteemed, Notwithstanding the high and 
complicated tariff of Brazil, there is oppor- 


tunity for American manufacturers to ex- 
tend their trade in all drug lines. Germany 
sells more drugs and medicines in Brazil 
than any other eountry, and her trade is 


increasing, but there is no discrimination 


whatever against American drugs. On the 
contrar Brazilian druggists like American 
chemicals and drug preparations, 

“The United States can successfully com- 
pete in Brazil with any other country in 
drugs and medicines, and the only reason 
that its trade is not equal to that of Ger- 
many or England is that the manufacturers 
have made no special efforts to extend their 


business in the country. 


“American manufacturers and exporters in- 
terested in extending the drug business in 
this country should carefully study trade 
conditions, the tastes and demands of the 
Brazilians, tariff, transportation, etc. Com- 
petent representatives speaking Portuguese 
should be sent out, with instructions to visit 
only the larger cities along the coast, but 
as many of the interior cities as possible. 
A liberal allowance should be given them, 
and they should be instructed to sell di- 
rect. The different medicines and drugs 
should be prepared as requested by the 
buyer, in order to conform to the tastes and 
requirements of his customers. The druggist 


who gives the order has probably lived here 
all his life and knows what he wants and 
What will sell, Responsible houses should be 
allowed a credit, in case they request it, of 
from three to four months, a time equal to 
that allowed by European houses. Lastly, 
if it should be inconvenient to send out a 
special trade representative, all correspon 
dence should be carried on and all cata- 
logues printed in Portuguese,”

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The Italian Violet Perfume Trade. 


The center of the cultivation of Par- 
mese violets is at Taggia, a little section 
of tne Italian Riviera der Pouent about 
twenty-five kilometers from the French 
frontier. The introduction of the culture 
of violets at Taggia is of comparatively 
recent date, as it was about forty years 
ago that a grower at San Remo began 
this. The latter place, and Bordighere, 


its neighbor, were allowed to retain 
monopoly for some time, until to-day they 
violets. 


have entirely given up a 
method of culture in use at Taggia differs 
but little from that of the French = pro- 
ducer. The plantatiions for convenience 


sake are laid out in beds one meter wide, 
the plants being spaced in rows twenty- 
five centimeters apart; these beds are five 


to six meters long, often more, but this 
method has not been adopted in Franice. 
The violet thus grows free in itself, but 


it receives continual care, cultivation and 


digging up of the soil, as it dislikes a soil 
that is heavy and packed, in which it 
promptly withers. Another special prac- 
tice is that of trimming the plants, this 
being an excellent proceeding; the root, 
in a sweet light soil, collects itself, and 
does not exhaust itself in vain effort 


while the aerial parts are so reduced that 
they offer only a little impediment to 
the heat of the summer sun. All this 
brings one to believe that it is to this 
judicious care the plants of Taggia owe 
their vitality and longevity. In addition 
to the violet Victoria and the double Par- 
mese, «a variety is cultivated that is 
termed by the people of the neighborhood 
“Violet d'Udine.””) This is a large double 
flower, dark colored, with a light center, 
but this variety is not valued so highly 
by perfumers, as it has a less powerful 
odor. It is worthy of note that Taggia 
does not export violet leaves to France. 
While impossible to ascertain accurately, 
it is estimated that the total exportation 
of violets intended for perfumery this 
vear is between 12,000 and 15,000 kilograms; 


this is a decline, as at Taggia, as in 
France, there is a downward movement, 
but it must be remembered that the de- 


mand from perfumers for Parmese vio- 
lets has decreased since the Victoria has 
become more general. The cultivation of 
the Victoria violet is spreading with great 
success, and already encroaches upon the 


territory of its congener. The growers 
find it more remunerative, as good re- 
sults can be obtained with little trouble, 
and the sale is certain. The current 


prices this vear are closed and are prac- 
tically those of the year past. Parmese 
violets sell at 5.50 frances per kilogram de- 


livered at the factory, Victoria violets at 
1.25 to 1.50 franes.-Oll and Color Trades

of lime—to which they gave the name of 
evanamid of calcium, now commonly 


known as cyanamid, which contains from 
15 to 20 per cent. of nitrogen, per cent. 
of lime, and has qualities as a fertilizer 
similar to sodium nitrate, or Chilean salt- 
peter. This process was patented in all 
countries and became the property of a 
corporate company, with headquarters at 
Rome and known as ‘La Societe Italiana 
per la Fabrication de Prodetti Azotati.”’ 
The calcium carbid therefore was ready, 
the process for converting it into cyana- 





mid by combination with nitrogen was 
perfected, and it only remained to pro- 
vide an adequate supply of atmospheric 
nitrogen at a moderate cost. This re- 


quirement was met by a process invented 
by Dr. Carl von Linde, of Munich, which 
was patented in both France and the 
United States. By this process atmos- 
pheric air, having been first liquefied by 
compression, is subjected, by subsequent 
expansion under pressure, to a process of 
fractional distillation, by which the ni- 
trogen is separated, leaving as a by- 
product oxygen of 50 to 60 per cent. purity, 
which can be used by burning in the elec- 
trie are (sparking) for the manufacture of 
nitrates and nitric acid. [A copy of the 
French patent for the Linde process is 
on file in the Bureau of Manufactures.) 


The eycle was now complete, and it is 
through the combination of these two 
processes—-the Linde method for recover- 


ine atmospheric nitrogen and the Frank- 
Care method of combining nitrogen with 
calcium carbid for the production of 
eyanamid of calcium that European pro- 
gress hopes to provide for the future an 
adequate supply of nitrate fertilizer for 
agricultural purposes. 

Under licenses granted by the central 
company at Rome there are now estab- 
lished and in operation four or five plants 
for the production of cyanamid in Ger- 
many, one in Italy, one at Budapest, one 
oY more in Norway, one in the United 
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States—the American Cyanamid Com- 
pany, with offices at New York, and 
works at Niagara Falls—and one _ in

Dame de Briancon is the only one of its 


It is elaborately de- 
scribed, with illustrations of buildings 
and machinery, and :with complete scien- 
tific analysis of the entire process, in the 
Genie Civil, for August, 1909, [a copy of 
which is on file in the Bureau of Manu-

*” cubie meters of nitrogen gas per hour, 
and it is reported that the capacity of 
that establishment is to be doubled. All 
accounts agree that the demand for 
eyanamid everywhere exceeds the avail- 
able supply, and most of the manufac- 
turing companies are planning to increase 
their productive capacity. 

The society at Paris sells cyanamid in 
two grades or qualities. according to the 
percentage of nitrogen contained, as fol- 
lows:—Quality 1, containing 15 per cent.

The mid-summer dullness has _ lent 
its effect generally on the market, but 
despite the continued backwardness Of 
business market developments have 
been of unusually favorable signifi- 


cance to sellers, declines again being 
the exception to the week’s changes. 


Buchu has been the principal item of 
interest, the market scoring sensation- 
al advances under conditions of a spec- 
ulative character. The outhook seems 
bullish. There has been no further 
change in opium, but the market is 
practically nominal, steady recessions 
being awaited upon new crop arrivals. 
Higher values prevailed for ergot in 
sympathy with the primary tendency. 
Large sales were reported of dynamite 
glycerine, clearing the spot position 
and prompting keener expectations in 
the outlook for C. P. Lycopodium 
maintained its primary tendency. 
Scarcity and an upward move abroad 
established lupulin at materially high- 
er prices. Stimulating advices kept 
menthol in sellers’ favor. Glucose and 
grape sugar were advanced under the 
more favorable influence of the corn 
market. Canada fir balsam was avail- 
able at a lower range, the market be- 
ing well supplied for the limited de- 
mand, Higher views prevailed in some 
quarters for otto of rose in anticipa- 
tion of a corresponding move for the 
new crop. Light supplies of spearmint 
oil established the market in sellers’ 
favor. There was a good inquiry for 
jalap, clearing most of the cheaper 
lots, Firm prices were reported to 
have been realized for celery seed. New 
crop caraway was quoted at an ad- 
vance for primary shipment, and there 
was a firmer tendency on spot.

Gevernment Aid in Export Trade. 


MAJOR JOHN M. CARSON TO BE CONFI

Washington, July 22, 1910. 
Notable evidence of activity in the in- 
terest of the export trade of the United 
States is being manifested in both the 
Sate, Treasury and Commerce depart- 


meuts of the government. Some of this 
work is along lines already pursued to 
some extent by the government, but the 
most interesting departure into new fields 


is that indicated by the new policy ot 
Secretary of State Knox in proposing a 
series of lectures before the industrial 


and manufacturing bodies of the country 
by representative officials of the consular 
service. 

Recent legislation by Congress extend- 
ing the scope of the new Tariff Board of 


the Treasury, which board, however, is 
directly under the control and manage- 
ment of the President himself, contem- 


plates a careful examination into the con- 
ditions of production in this and in for- 
eign countries, with the specific purpose 
of determining whether tariff rates 
should be higher or lower. Other legisla- 
tion was intended to improve the status 
of what has heretofore been known as 
spccial agents of the government, oper- 
ating through the Bureau of Manufac- 
tures of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor. These agents are designated 
as commercial agents, and their work in 
foreign trade fields has come to be of so 
much importance that their influences 
are recognized by the trade bodies and 
government organizations in all the lead- 
ing industrial nations. 

With respect to the 
reau of Manufactures, through the force 
of commercial agents, an enlargement ot 
this field is contemplated by the Secre- 
tary of Commerce and Labor, Mr. Nagel. 
by detaching Major John M. Carson from 
the position of chief of the bureau and 
ordering him to Europe, to act in the 
capacity of confidential representative ot 
this government in the trade fields of that 
country. Major Carson has made an en- 
viable record as head of the Bureau of 
Manufactures, and he is thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the work that is expected of 
commercial agents and foreign represen- 
tatives generally of this country, and it 
is expected that he will render exception- 
ally useful service in advising this de- 


work of the Bu-

paiiment of the best ways and means of 
taking advantage of foreign trade oppor- 


tunities. To the head of this Bureau of 
Manufactures will now come Mr. Bald- 
win, who is transferred from the chief 


clerkship of the department. 

In addition to these activities by Com- 
merce and Treasury departments, all im 
the interest of foreign trade expansion, 
and especially the investigation of the 
relations of our trade and production to 
that of foreign countries, the newest and 
most novel feature of governrmenta! 
work is Secretary Knox’s plan for bring- 
ing into the fields of production and ex- 
portation in this country the best trained 
and most thoroughly informed of all con- 
sular officials to talk to our people re- 
garding the best means of taking advan- 


tage of foreign markets. The preliminary 
step in this direction was taken by Sec- 
retary Knox when he directed Consul 


James E. Dunning, of Havre, France, to 
come here and deliver a series of lectures 
in the leading manufacturing and com- 
mercial centers of this country. The suc- 
cess of this undertaking has already been 
manifested in the large correspondence 
that has followed the first lecture by Mr. 
Dunning. Manufacturers and exporters 
in the Middle West who have heard Mr. 
Dunning’s talks regarding foreign trade 
opportunities are now deluging the de- 
partment with requests for additional in- 
formation and specific details of how best 
our exporters may take advantage of for- 
eign trade opportunities. What the manu- 
facturers and exporters desire to know 
is all that can be given them regarding 
the demand for the different types of ex- 
ports for which this country is becoming 
noted; the customs and trade regulations 
of foreign markets; the methods of pay- 
ment, freights and insurance generally in 
vogue in the different countries, and also 
the pecuhar kinds of packing that is of- 
ters necessary to meet the transportation 
facilities, or want of them, in the differ- 
ent markets. 

Secretary Root had some valuable ideas 
along this line, brought out in a report 
which followed his tour through South 
America, which report was of such nota- 


ble character that it constituted a part 
of the special message which President 
Roosevelt sent to Congress. Mr. Root 
wes greatly interested in South America 
and Oriental trade expansion, and es- 
pecially the improved transportation fa- 
cilities Pending action by Congress on 
the transportation question, Secretary 
Knox followed up the work which his 


predecessor initiated and is devoting care- 
ful attention to all possible ways and 
means for placing American exporters in 
foreign markets, Europe, as well as South 
America and the Orient.

The general situation locally and at 
the principal distributing points under 
went but comparatively little change 
during the past week. The amount of 
business passing for prompt and near- 
by forward shipment is comparatively 


small, but at the same time larger 
than is the usual case at this time of 
the year. Prices for far forward de- 
livery are too high from the buyers’ 
viewpoint, and but a slight tonnage 
so far has been booked, Several price 
changes upward were announced dur- 
ing the week—rather unusual occur- 
rences considering the time of the sea- 
son. Both blood and tankuge have 
advanced in the West, with a fairly 
active demand for July and August 
shipment reported. For fall delivery 


buyers and sellers remain apart, owing 
to high asking prices. Tankage con- 
tinues to sell at a parity much above 
blood in the South. Wet acidulated 
fish scrap and imported fish guano are 
quoted firmer, owing to the poor re- 
sults of the domestic menhaden catch. 
Sulphate of ammonia of foreign origin 
is firmer for shipment at saltimore. 
Domestic sulphate is still merely nom- 
inal, as the production is very light. 
Nitrate of soda continues dull with 
shading probably for September-De- 
cember delivery. Detailed reports of 
the principal markets follow: 


Ammoniates. 


SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Ad- 
vices from abroad record a _ firmer 
market for sulphate, but the local one 
is without change of any sort in the 
absence of important inquiry. For all 
positions $2.70@2.72% is asked, al- 
although the market for delivery dur- 
ing the first quarter of next year is 
much firmer than for nearby delivery. 
Domestic sulphate is as_ heretofore 
quoted in a nominal way only. The 
manufacturers are at present produc- 
ing ammonia liquor and there is little 
offering for prompt 


if any sulphate 

shipment. For future delivery manu- 
facturers state that practically all of 
their output is under contract, The 
market is quoted nominal at $2.774%@ 
2.80. The Mancheser market of July 
9 is described as follows: 

The market for sulphate has been quiet and 
steady during the past week Nothing start 
ling can be expected just now, but it is some 
thing to the good if prices can resist fairly 
well the tendency to come down. It is doubt- 
ful whether the sulphate market has lost any 
thing this week; possibly, however, a conces 
sion of 1s. 3d. on last week's rates may be 
obtained here and there; meanwhile we have 
moved a week nearer to the more active sea 
son Quotations for gray sulphate in single 
bags are from £11 17s. 6d.@£11 18s. 3d 

FISH SCRAP.—Reports from the 
menhaden fleets this week record no 


material change in the position of the 
season's catch. The total catch so 
far is much below original expectations 
and the market for serap is in conse- 
quence very firm and higher for the 
week, the leading holders of wet acidu- 
lated now quoting $2.25 and 35, with 
imported ground fish guano at $3.25 
and 10. Dried scrap is unchanged at 
32.90@2.95 and 10. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The trade at 
present is very quiet indeed, and whiléd 
the importers are asking $2.10 for spot 
and forward in al] positions, the bro- 
kers are stating that September-De- 
cember could probably be shaded a 
slight fraction, although no actual sale 
prices had been reported covering this 
position. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
Advices from the West record higher 
prices for both blood and tankage with 
an active consuming demand consider- 
ing the time of the season.

received by the Bureau of Manufactures 
from Germany, Holland and Turkey, The 
report from Holland discusses the high 
inherent value of Florida rock and the 
export of this Florida phosphate from 
that country. This information is con- 
tained in a report from Deputy Consul 
General Vollmer, of Rotterdam, and is 
intended to show the competition ‘which

exports of Florida rock meet in the Hol- 
land markets. The report follows:— 

“In the Netherlands there are several large 
fertilizer works, manufacturing for the home 
market as well as for export, which are large 
users of phosphates. Aside from the factories 
already in operation a plant with an annual 
output of some 30,000 tons of prepared fer- 
tilizers is under construction and will be 
ready to contract for its supplies of Florida 
raw material by the end of the present year. 

“Phosphates in bulk from the southern ports 


of the United States form 
into Rotterdam, and while large quantities of 
the mineral are reshipped up the Rhine into 
Germany, the Dutch factories consume proba- 
bly 60,000 to 70,000 tons per year. All of 
these phosphates are on the Dutch free list 
and pay no import duty.
